Local politicians already 
maneuvering for '75 race

It's politics as usual In Wheeling. 
T!» next village election Is nearly a 


year and a half away, and the town is 
operating under the shadow of a federal 
grand jury investigation. Nonetheless, lo- 
cal politicians have already become pre- 
occupied with maneuvering for position 
In tho 197S village races. 


Tho first Indication of this open maneu- 


vering came when a group of seven vil- 
lage and park officials announced the 
formation of tho Citizens Action Pro- 
gram (CAP). Although the CAP mem- 
bers describe their group as a citizen's 
lobby, It has all the earmarks of a would- 
bo political party. 


The CAP group, associated 
with 


Trustee William Ileta, has been In the 


planning stages since the last village 
. election In April. In the next few months, 
tho group Is expected to become quite 
active in proposing programs to the vil- 
lage board. 


WITH THE ANNOUNCEMENT of the 


new organization, the current split on tho 
village board became even more appar- 
ent. Most crucial votes in the past few 
months have come down to a three-three 
tie. Trustees Al Lang and Ron Bruhn 
usually vote with Hein, while Trustees 
Ed Bcrgcr, John Koeppcn and Don Jack- 
son have lined up on tho other side. 


Both groups are nervous about the up- 


coming village election for good reason. 
The present administration has been 
tainted with possible corruption as a re- 
sult of the federal grand jury in- 
vestigation into building and zoning 


Village may try to close 
Dundee when hazardous

Buffalo Grove- will try to close off tho 


partially-completed Dundee Rood If bad 
weather mokes it a traffic hazard, ac- 
cording to Village Prcs. Gary Arm- 
strong. 


"At the time of a snow or ice storm of 


any consequence, I think if tho'police 
think It's a safety hazard, they should 
close It," said Armstrong, who Monday 
night called the road a "death trap". 


However, Police Chief Harry Walsh 


yesterday conferred with state officials 
and was told the village has no authority 
to close Dundee Road. If there is a dan- 
ger from road conditions, Walsh said, he 
will ask the state to close It. 


ROY FONDA, spokesman for tho Illi- 


nois Division of. Highways said yesterday 
he does not think any municipality can 
close a state highway. "That road is to- 
tally within the state's jurisdiction and 
any traffic control or closure probably 
can only be done by the state," he sold. 


"I don't think under any circumstances 


wo (State) would over let the road be- 
come dangerous enough to warrant clos- 
ing anyway," he added. If the conditions

ever did become that bad, he said, the 
village and state would work together to 
eliminate the hazards. 


When it was pointed out to Armstrong 


at Monday night's village board meeting 
that Dundee Is a state highway, the vil- 
lage president said, "I don't give a damn 
whose road it is. If the stale wants it 
open, let them come out and force us to 
open it." 


Armstrong yesterday was critical of 


the state and Greco Contractors, the firm 
doing the construction, because two lanes 
have not been Installed. "The'state se- 
lected a contractor with more work than 
they can handle," he said. "The state 
should have awarded the contract to. 
someone who could get the job done." 


THIS YEAR Greco was Involved with 


work on Golf Road in Schaumburg, as 
well as several other road projects. Al- 
bert Slfrcr, project engineer for the 
state, said Greco does not have the 
equipment or manpower to keep up with 
all the projects, especially since weather 
problems and a cement shortage have 
set back construction. 


Armstrong said since two lanes prob- 


ably will not be finished before winter, 
he thinks the state should take measures 
to make tho road as safe as possible for 
the bad weather. The state, he said has 
agreed to fill In a drop off along the 
north side of the road that is a potential 
danger. So far the work has not been 
done. 


Slfrcr sold yesterday workers were 


still running soil tests to determine 
whether the ground is dry enough to con- 
tinue paving. If the ground is dry 
enough, Slfrcr said paving might contin- 
ue, but if It is not, work may be sus- 
pended until next spring. 


With winter approaching, ho said it Is 


unlikely workers will get much more 
done by the end of (he construction sea- 
son. Cement cannot be poured at times 
of rain, snow or freezing temperatures. 


THE PROJECT, consists of widening 


18,000 feet of Dundee Road to four lanes 
between Elmhurst Road and 111. Rte. 53, 
through Wheeling, Arlington Heights and 
Buffalo Grove. Workmen began paving 
west from Elmhurst Road and have got- 
ten to about 300 feet west of the south 
extension of Buffalo Grove Road. 


The road has been under construction 


since September, 1972. Under the state 
contract, about 100 working days remain 
before Greco will be penalized.

shakedowns. While the village residents 
await the results of this Investigation, the 
village trustees are busy trying to find 
ways to disassociate themselves from it. 


Heln's group would like to present it- 


self as a reform movement, offering new 
programs and new approaches to village 
government. It is likely CAP will try to 
label candidates Berger and Koeppen. as 
the administration incumbents. 


Since Hein is not running in the 1975 


election, it will be easy for him to put 
together a slate of newcomers who can- 
not be connected with the present gov- 
ernment If successful, Hein could win 
additional votes on the board and get 
substantial support In his bid for village 
president In 1977. 


KOEPPEN AND Berger, on the other 


hand, are looking for clean and well- 
known community figures to bolster their 
image. It is not known what course they 
will take since it is possible that neither 
Trustees Bruhn or Lang will seek reelec- 
tion. 


The problem is that all of the board 


members are more concerned with politi- 
cal images and appearances •than they 
are with the welfare of the Wheeling 
community. Once again, the trustees are 
looking ahead to the next election rather 
than dealing with the more immediate 
problems facing the village. 


Wheeling currently needs leaders who 


are willing to speak out, openly discuss, 
and perhaps disagree. Through such dis- 
cussion village residents might regain 
some of the confidence they have lost in 
their government. 


Instead the village is getting a group of 


trustees who are voting for those things 
that make them look good. And the Inter- 
nal conflict on the board has already 
raised nagging questions of its own. 


THE CAP GROUP, for example, has 


raised serious questions of conflict of in- 
terest because its members currently sit 
on tho plan commission, village hoard, 
park board and police and fire commis- 
sion. The motives of their votes will be- 
come the subject of speculation as the 
group goes deeper Into politics. 


Perhaps It is too much to ask that poli- 


ticians r(se above their continual need to 
be elected by the voters of their commu- 
nities. It is not too much to ask, however, 
to have them keep their politics as a 
means rather than an end to their office.

Elemetary schools to consider it 
Longer Christmas vacation?

Local elementary school boards ore planning to decide this 


week whether to extend Christmas vacation two days after 
High School Dist. 214 agreed to close Its schools Jan. 3 and 4 
to cut back on fuel this whiter. 


Superintendents of Dist. 21 and 23 plan to recommend that 


schools be closed in order to save energy. "I'm not sure how 
much energy we'll save, but It seems a good showing that 
we'i-e at least making an attempt at conserving energy," said 
Supt:. Kenneth Gill of Dlst. 21, which serves Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount Prospect. He 
addxl that they would use emergency days so they won't 
have to extend classes next spring. 


Supt Ed Grodsky of Prospect Heights School Dlst. 23 will 


tonight request that vacation be extended to Jan. 7. 


"It does create a hardship on families," Grodsky said of 


the Dist. 214 decision to lengthen the holiday vacation. He felt 
many elementary students might take those two days off any-, 
way because their brothers and sisters in Dist. 214 schools 
had two extra days. 


PIOR TO Dlst. 214's decision, elementary school officials 


were awaiting for the high school district's decision on closing 
before making any moves themselves. Dist. 214 decided Mon- 
day night to lengthen the holiday vacation two days. 


Some officials are hedging the idea of a longer Christmas 


vacation. "The idea will have to come up Thursday (at the 
board meeting) on our agenda," said Richard Schlott, board 
president of Arlington Heights Dlst. 25. 


He added that energy Is not a great problem as with other 


schools because the district uses gas, hot oil, for heating fuel 
"We're not in the same bind, but we're not going to be boxed 
by what (Dlst) 214 decides," he said. "It would be up to the 
board." 


Earl Sutler, superintendent of Mount Prospect Dist 57 said 


they are closely watching the situation in surrounding dis- 
tricts. "I've made no judgements at this point," he said. 


"THERE ARE too many implications to take into consid- 


eration," said Walt Bundling, board president of Dist 15, 
which serves Palatine and Rolling Meadows. Bundling said 
the matter will be decided upon at a meeting tonight 


Another Dist.. 15.board member J. Leslie Ehringer said that 


the board will base its decision on how much fuel Dlst 15 has 
and doesn't think that Dlst. 214's vacation extension will 
affect board members' decision. Ehringer added that he won- 
dered if two days would be a factor at all in conserving fuel. 


Schools in Dist. 26, Mount Prospect has already extended 


Christmas vacation to Jan. 7 and students in Dist. 96, which 
serves Buffalo Grove and Long Grove, will have until Jan. 9 
because of the opening of a new school. 
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Wheeling 
seeks map 
oi new town

Wheeling officials soon will be request- 


ing a map of the proposed limits of In- 
corporated Prospect Heights so the vil- 
lage board can decide whether to object 
to the boundaries of the emerging munic- 
ipality. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said it has 


been several months since he talked to 
the members of the Prospect Heights 
Improvement Assn. which is organizing 
the incorporation. "I'd like to find out 
what their latest map is so I can recom- 
mend to the board what position we 
should take," he said. 


A decision whether to object will have 


to be made shortly since hearings on the 
incorporation are scheduled for Jan. 8. 
At that time, Cook County Circuit Court 
Judge Harry Comcrford will decide 
whether a referendum for the in- 
corporation should be called. 


WHEELING TRUSTEES, however, 


have given the matter little thought so 
far., Most of the board members said 
they will have to review the proposed 
boundaries before making any comment 
on the matter. 


For example, Trustee Ron Bruhn said 


he did not know what the proposed boun- 
daries are. "I don't even know what the 
incorporation is," he said. "I want to see 
.what the boundaries are." 


Some of the trustees indicated they 


would like to object to the proposed 
Prospect Heights incorporation bound- 
aries. "There are some areas I would 
strenuously object to," said Trustee John 
Koeppen. 


Koeppen said he was most concerned 


about the "fingers" of land included in 
Prospect Heights proposed boundaries. 
He said these ragged boundary lines 
made little sense and would cause con- 
fusion among area residents. The trustee 
said he would like to see the boundary 
lines less irregular. 


PAL-WAUKEE Airport also is ex- 


pected to be a major part of any Wheel- 
ing opposition that may develop. Plans 
for the Prospect Heights incorporation 
now call for the southern portion of the 
airport to become part of the new vil- 
lage. 


"I think that was one of the major 


problems," said Passolt of the airport Is- 
sue. "They were taking >wer the income 
portion of it and leaving the rest of it for 
whoever wanted it" 


Wheeling officials have long considered 


Pal-Waukee Airport to be a valuable as- 
set to the village's development because 
it attracts Industry. Despite recent dis- 
putes between the airport and the vil- 
lage, the village board has been eyeing 
the property as a possible annexation. 


Recently, the village's plan commission 


approved a 40-acre park site in the 
middle of the airport property in the 
event that Wheeling did annex the site. At 
that time, Village Atty. Paul Hamcr. 
noted that the airport is also important 
to the village's flood control programs 
since the Wheeling Drainage Ditch runs 
through the property. 


Trustee Al Lang said he was opposed 


to the Prospect Heights incorporation for 
"personal reasons. I don't like their atti- 
tude, for one thing," he said. "One thing, 
I think they are too darn greedy. They 
just want to grab everything around 
them." 
* LIKEWISE, Trustee William Hein said 


he would be opposed to Prospect Heights 
Incorporating any land if It would hurt 
Wheeling's development. "I'd be adverse 
to anything they want to take. In that 
would be to the detriment of this commu- 
nity," he said. 


Several Wheeling officials see the in-, 


corporation of Prospect Heights as an ob- 
stacle to future village expansion. Most of 
the trustees advocate such expansion, 
but are finding little land In the sur- 
rounding area left to annex. 


To the west Wheeling's growth is 


blocked by Buffalo Grove. The Cook 
County Forest Preserve lies to the east 
of the village, and problems with sewer 
lines have so far prevented any ex- 
pansion into Lake County to the north. 
With the incorporation of Prospect 
Heights, Wheeling would be left only a 
few parcels near the present village 
boundaries. 


When Prospect Heights residents first • 


filed to incorporate 2tt years ago, both 
Wheeling and Arlington Heights .objected 
to the action. At that time, these object- 
ions were sufficient to stop the project. A 
new state law recently signed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker, however, wfll allow the 
community to Incorporate despite these 
objections. 


Both Mount Prospect and Arlington 


Heights are also expected to oppose cer- 
tain boundaries In the proposed In- 
corporation.

For the man who has just about every- 


thing, buy something fashionable this 
Christmas — a locking gasoline cap for 
his car. That is, if you can find one. 


There has been an almost hysterl&l 


run on auto parts stores and service sta- 
tions for the locks caps which protect the 
precious fuel that keeps the 'machines. 
alive. 


When a new supply arrives, it Is read- 


ily bought by the cap-lock-craving per- 
sons. Companies that supply or manufac- 
ture the locking caps have reported there 
is about a two to three month backlog in 
production. 


THE REASON for the almost over- 


night popularity of the Items that used to 
collect dust on supply houses shelves is 
linked to the gasoline shortage. 


"They were afraid that when they put 


gas in the car, someone would take it," 
said Joe Myles, owner of Mid-Knight 
Auto Supply Inc., Elk Grove Village. 


Myles said he received a shipment of 


about 350 gasoline cap locks, the last 
weekend in November and that it was 
gone In two days. The store usually sold 
two to three cap locks a week, but he 
added that the number increased to 
about 400 to 500 since Thanksgiving Day. 


"They were even going to service sta- 


tions," said Chester Lautenschlager, an 
employe at Arlington Auto Parts Inc., 
Arlington Heights. "This Is one of those 
things that snowballs like the five-gallon 
gas cans. We've been looking all over the 
city trying to get them. Nobody has 
them." 


PALATINE Automotive Supply Co. 


sold hundreds of the devices during the 
last week, sold an employe of the com- 
pany. 


"People started buying them Thanks- 


giving," he said. "What they had, they 
wanted to keep."

He added that persons were also afraid 


the valuable gasoline might be siphoned 
on a Sunday when they could not pur- 
chase any.

Even the Elgin Lock and Key Co., El- 


gin, which docs not carry locking caps 
received 30 to 40 calls inquiring about the 
items. A spokesman for H. Hoffman Co., 
Chicago, which distributes the devices, 
said everyone including the manufac- 
turers were apparently caught off guard 
by the surge In sales.

for a traffic violation may bo searched thoroughly without a 
warrant and convicted of another offense if evidence Js dis- 
covered. Justice William Rchnqulst spoke for the majority. 
The three dissenting justices said the decision was a betrayal 
of fundamental constitutional principles previously affirmed 
by the court.

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Threat on Kissinger 
spurs tight security

Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


arrived In London Tuesday for delicate 
talks with British leaders, his visit 
wrapped In massive security'precautions 
as a result of a death threat. 
' 


American guards armed with subma- 


chine guns and British police threw a 
cordon around Kissinger's plane and he 
was taken from the airport as soon as 
the plane touched down. The elaborate 
security arrangements came in response 
to a request from Washington, where the 
State Department said It had received In- 
formation that death threats had been 
made against Kissinger. 


The secretary of state, on a tour of 


Europe and the Middle East, flew in 
from Brussels where he attended a meet- 
ing of NATO foreign ministers. He Will 
meet with Foreign Secretary Sir Alec 
Douglas-Home this morning and after- 
ward will lunch with Prime Minister Ed- 
ward Heath at 10 Downing Street. 


ON THURSDAY, Kissinger planned to 


begin his tour of Middle Eastern capitals 
to pave the way for the projected Middle 
East peace conference due to open Dec. 
IS In Geneva. 


New fighting was reported on the 


northern front Tuesday and Israel an- 
nounced flatly It would boycott the Gen- 
eva parley unless Syria releases a list of 
Israeli POWs before the conference con- 
venes. Syria so far has been unwilling to 
discuss the subject. 


"We won't go. to the conference if the 


Syrians are Invited there and if they do 
not furnish a list of prisoners and allow 
the Red Cross to visit them," said De- 
fense Minister Moshe Dayan in Jerusa- 
lem. 


Syrian Forcing Minister Abdel Halim 


Khaddam said in Manila that Dayan's 
statement was "in complete harmony 
with Israeli intentions which are against 
peace and security in the region and also 
in the world." 


Syrian and Israeli tanks dueled along 


the Golan Heights and Syria said at least 
a dozen Israelis were wounded in the 
second day of clashes on the northern 
front. Israel also .reported bazooka and 
rocket attacks along the Suez Canal.

Dash of optimism in energy crisis

A top administration official said Tues- 


day the nation's energy shortage may 
not be as bad as originally feared. The 
crisis, however, triggered a new strike 
threat by truck drivers and a govern- 
ment pledge to ban Christmas lights out- 
side private homes. 


Herbert Stein, President Nixon's top 


economic adviser, told a congressional 
hearing "in the last few days there has 
been some information suggesting that 
the shortage may be smaller than we 
have thought." 


But while the government may revise 


Its estimates, Stein added, it will contin- 
ue to meet the shortage by cutting down 
on home heating and other creature com- 
forts rather than on industrial output. 


Stein's more optimistic comments, 


however, were tempered by Frank N. 
Ikard, president of the American Petro- 
leum Institute, who predicted fuel short- 
ages will continue "this winter, next win- 
ter and the winter after that." 


The threat of a strike by 8,000 to 10,000 


independent truck drivers — a small per- 


centage of the 400,000 drivers who belong 
to the Teamsters Union — was raised by 
John Sassl of Newark, Del. 


He told a Senate Public Works Com- 


mittee hearing that he would urge such a 
strike at midnight Tuesday because he 
could not get a written promise from the 
lawmakers for a celling price of 35.9 
cents a gallon on dlesel fuel and a nation- 
wide speed limit of 65 m.p.h. 


William E. Simon, the administration's

The tape of one of President Nixon's 


more publicized Watergate conversations 
will be turned over today to Special Wa- 
tergate Prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 


The recording — that of Nixon's March 


21 "cancer on the presidency" talk with 
former White House Counsel John Dean 
— will be turned over by Chief U.S. dis- 
trict Judge John Sirica, who monitored 
the tape Monday and Tuesday with his 
law clerk, Todd Chrlstofferson. 


The turning over of the recording docs 


not necessarily mean it contains in- 
criminating evidence. Sirica has been 
monitoring all the recordings in his pos- 
session to determine they do not include 
national security matters. 


It will be up to Jaworski to determine 


whether any of the tapes include evi- 
dence that should be turned over to the 
Watergate grand jury. 


The March 21 conversation Is a pivotal 


one In the Watergate debate — the one In 
which Dean has testified he told Nixon, 
"that there was a cancer growing on the 
presidency and that If the cancer was not 
removed that the President 
himself 


would be killed by it." 


Dean also claimed he told of blackmail 


threats from E. Howard Hunt Jr., who 
pleaded guilty as one of the masterminds 
of the June 17,.

Buses chartered in Michigan, Indiana, Iowa and Wisconsin find road to center

Woodfield Shopping Center in Schaumburg Is not only a 


shopper'* winter wonderland for Chlcagoland, but also for 
part of the Midwest. 


Even though Woodflcld Is on an out-of-state or downstate 


shopper's sightseeing agenda any time of the year, the en- 
closed shopping center sccnu to draw more merchandise- 
craving visitors when the holiday season arrives.1 


Chartered buses from Michigan, Wisconsin, Indiana and 


Iowa can be seen in the Woodflcld parking lot on any given 
weekend between Thanksgiving Day and Christmas.

STAN JAFFE. WoodHctd manager said about 80 buses ap-

"It's a special day for them to see and to shop," he said.

SUE THOMPSON of Cedar Rapids bubbled over when she 


recalled her shopping foray Into Woodfield along with about 
90 other women. 


"We had a marvelous time," she enthused. "There's so

Mrs. Thompson said she made a Woodfield trip a year ago 


with a busload of women from her place of employment. This 
year the number doubled, and she theorized the number 
would grow more next year after the other employes heard 


the raves about the shopping center. "We already are plan- 
ning for next year's trip." 


"The prices are still cheaper than our's (Cedar Rapids) for. 


the same type of merchandise," she said, giving a reason for 
venturing from the land of three-cents-on-the-dollar sales tax 
to the one of 5 cents tax. 


She added that the prices were lower for same types of 


clothing, not brands. More modern styles were also available, 
she said. 


MRS. THOMPSON said she preferred Woodfield to a new 


shopping mall, reputed to be Iowa's largest, that opened in 
June In Davenport, Iowa, just 60 miles to the east "It's 
nothing compared to Woodfield." • 


"We've never been so fascinated and flabbergasted in our 


lives. We've never seen something so beautiful," she said.

Dist. 214 icrapup 
School building 
use may be cut 


Community organizations using High School Dlst 214 


schools fur weekend activities may be asked to cut down on 
their use of the buildings to conserve fuel and. electricity this 
winter. 


The Dint. 214 Board of Education Monday night asked the 


administration to notify community organizations they may 
be asked to curtail their activities during the winter and to 
pay a higher rental fee for use of the school building. 


The district energy conservation committee had recom- 


mended that all Sunday activities be curtailed with the ex- 
ception of religious services, suggested a reassessment of the 
need for school and community activities scheduled for Satur- 
days, and asked school officials to cut back on the number of 
student field trips. The board did not take immediate action 
to carry out those recommendations. 


"Our prime concern Is education," said board member 


Jack Matthews who said he was afraid the schools will run 
out of fuel oil before the end of the school year. Board mem- 
ber Donald Hocck said the district should keep the schools 
open to the community as long as possible as a public ser- 
vice. 


The board concurred with a suggestion by board member 


Jack Costcllo that community organizations be Informed of a 
possible increase In rental fees to offset rising fuel costs and 
possible closing of some'schools on weekends "so they can be 
• on notice In case we have to move quickly." 
Schools close extra days 


Dist. 214 high schools will close Jan; 3 and 4 to conserve 


fuel this winter. The closing will extend Christmas vacation 
for two extra days and classes will resume Monday, Jan. 7. 


The board of education approved the closing Monday at the 


recommendation of the district energy conservation com- 
mittee and after requests from student councils in the dis- 
trict's eight high schools. The two days will be subtracted 
from the five emergency days allowed the district each year 
by the state. 
Grievance hearing set 


The Dlst. 214 Board of Education will soon set a date for a 


hearing with Dole Coventry, Elk Grove High School teacher 
who has filed a grievance against the board's policy of giving 
teachers nontcachlng assignments. 


Coventry, who acts as a hallway supervisor for one period 


each day in the school, asked Elk Grove Principal Robert 
Haskcll to relieve him of the extra duty. Haskell refused and 
Coventry appealed to Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert who also 
refused to release him from the assignment. The board's de-' 
clsion, following the hearing, will be final, said Gilbert. • 


In a related matter, the board approved a change in the 


nontcachlng assignment policy Monday night at the request of 
the Dlst. 214 education association. Teachers and adminis- 
trators will now map out the nonteachlng duties required in 
each building together and teachers will not necessarily be 
required to have a non-teaching duty. 


The old policy, adopted last summer, required all-teachers 


to have an extra nonteaching assignment, but did not provide 
for teachers to help plan the duties. 
NJROTC program shaky 


"The Navel Junior Reserve Officer Training Corps program 
(NJROTC) in High School Dlst 214 has been placed on proba- 
tion by the U. S. Navy because the program has failed to 
meet minimum enrollment requirements. 


Supt Edward Gilbert said he was notified of the probation 


a few weeks ago. There must be 100 students in the program 
to meet the Navy requirement, be said, but the Navy does not 
count female students In the enrollment figure. 


This year 60 boys and 20 girls are enrolled In the1 program 


at Wheeling High School. Students In the other seven Dlst 214 
schools are transferred to Wheeling to enroll In the program. 
If enrollment has not Increased by the tune the Navy makes 
an annual inspection of the program, it will be phased out in 
two years, Gilbert said. •

It's railing 'luxurious' dogs and cats 


CUTE, LITTLE kittens arc able to pull 
the heartstrings — and pursestrings 
— of someone seeking a pet for a 
companion these days.

EAST LANSING, Mich. (UPI) — 


You'd probably never place your cuddly 
cocker spaniel in the same category as a 
new sportscar. But a top animal author- 
ity thinks there's a definite correlation 
between the two. 


Robert Shlrmcr, director of the Small 


Animal Clinic at Michigan State Univer- 
sity, believes that pets should be classi- 
fied In the "luxury" bracket. 


"The Increase in the animal pot popu- 


lation has to some extent been influenced 
by the economy in this country," Shlrmc, 
a veterinarian said in an Interview. 


"A number of people are well enough 


otf now that they begin to look at the 
things they've always wanted." 


"A HIGH percentage of people seem to 


lean toward pels as a luxury which they 
haven't been able to afford." 


Shlrmcr said the pet population nation- 


wide is increasing "by leaps and bounds 
over the human rate of increase. Studies 
show that there are 38 million dogs and 
almost 23 million cats In the nation. 


Shlrmcr said the increase Is related to 


the number of animals which must be 
put to sleep in humane Institutions every 
day. 


"Statistics have come out on this prob- 


lem that put the number of animals" de- 
stroyed each day "at around 60,000," 
Shlrmer said. "The logical answer to the 
problem is not to have the animal born 
at all." 


He sold there have been several break- 


throughs In using drugs in animal birth 
control over the last several years, 
but none have been totally effective. 


"A GREAT PROBLEM is that people 


don't understand the obligations that go 
along with owning a pet," he said. "In 
the first year of an animal's life, it's not 
difficult at all to pay $250 In vaccina- 
tions, disease preventives and other con- 
siderations. 


"People see a cute little animal in a pet 


shop window, but they have to stop and 
think, 'this puppy is going to grow up.' 


"Some people don't mold their pets 


into the type of animal they want. The 
animal grows up topsy-turvy just like 
some kids do. Pretty soon the owner is 
calling the Humane Society to get rid of 
the pet." 


Dr. Shlrmer feels that if pet owners 


realize that it is a "give and take" situ- 
ation between the animal and the human, 
much of the problem can be overcome. 


"People want something they can love 


and which will love them in return," he 
said. "But I see too many animals that 
have been struck by cars. This can only 
reflect lack of love and care by the 
owner."

Krogh guilt perils Nixon 


by CLARK R. MOLLENHOFF 


WASHINGTON - The decision by Egil 


(Bud) Krogh to plead guilty to a federal 
felony charge was the worst Jolt that 
President Nixon and his lawyers have 
had in the Watergate mess since learning 
that John W. Dean HI was cooperating 
with federal prosecutors last April. 


The handsome, 34-year-old lawyer was 


one of the inner-inner circle as former 
White House Assistant John Ehrllch- 
man's most trusted aide-for a period of 
four years. In cooperating with federal 
prosecutors, Krogh can be a devastating 
witness. 


After entering his plea of guilty, Krogh 


isn't subject to the same questions of mo- 
tivation that surrounded former White 
House Counsel Dean's effort to obtain 
immunity from any prosecution. ' 


The young Seattle lawyer also isn't 


subject to the questions of credibility 
that Dean has faced because he left a 
Washington law firm under a cloud and 
used Nixon campaign cash left' in his 
custody for a honeymoon. 


By contrast, Krogh said, on entering 


his guilty plea, "I want to avoid any pos- 
sible suggestion that I am seeking lenien- 
cy through testifying." 


Krogh's plea also was a specific rejec- 


tion of the "national seucrity" defense 
which President Nixon and Ehrlichman 
have used as justification for an illegal 
burglary at the office of Dr. Lewis Field- 
ing, the psychiatrist of Daniel Ellsberg, 
of Pentagon Papers fame. 


That defense had been used by Krogh, 


Ehrlichman and the members of the 
"Plumbers" unit in state court in Los 
Angeles as well as in federal jurisdic- 
tions. Krogh headed "the Plumbers" unit 
which included David Young, an employe 
of the National Security Council, and the 
convicted Watergate conspirators, 
G. 


Gordon Liddy and E. Howard Hunt. 


Krogh's authorization and direc&'on 


came directly from President Nixon and 
f r o m 
Ehrlichman. Actions of the 


"Plumbers" were carried out on specific 
written instructions from Ehrlichman 
that can and will be explained by Krogh 


RTA: our specific objections 


Examination of legislation for es- 


tablishment of a metropolitan Re- 
gional Transportation Authority 
bears out the objections of subur- 
ban legislators who have called for 
its defeat in referendum. 


A number of suburban Republi- 


cans who tried unsuccessfully to 
i m p r o v e the RTA legislation 
through amendments have cited 
three major objections to the bill 
approved by the General Assem- 
bly: 


— The RTA governing board will 


bo dominated by appointees of Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley, with 
inadequate representation of the 
suburbs and the five "collar" coun- 
ties outside Cook County. 


— There is no guarantee that 


money raised through new taxes 
will be spent to improve trans- 
portation in areas outside Cook 
County. 


— The board will be granted un- 


precedented taxing and bonding 
powers. 


Those arc valid criticisms of the 


sloppy legislation which resulted 


from negotiations between Gov. 
Daniel Walker and House Speaker 
W. Robert Blair on the RTA plan. 


But the weaknesses of the bill 


are not limited to those areas. Its 
deficiencies are, in fact, too nu- 
merous to list here. 


But, as an example, the bill 


which voters will be asked to ap- 
prove on March 19 gives the RTA 
board the power to levy an unspe- 
cified tax on "parking facilities." 
Nowhere in the bill are "parking 
facilities" defined. On its face, the 
bill appears to authorize taxing of 
every public and private parking 
lot in the six-county area. Carried 
to its extreme, that tax could con- 
ceivably even be levied on your ga- 
rage or your driveway. 


The bill grants other powers, 


such as condemnation of private or 
public lands, which are subject to 
review by no other state agency. 


Among the vagaries of the bill is 


a provision which reads, "All taxes 
authorized by this Section may be 
imposed in addition to any other 
taxes of whatever kind." Such lan- 


guage puzzles lawyers, who say 
frankly that they don't know 
whether that clause limits the tax- 
ing powers of the RTA board, or 
whether it frees them of all limita- 
tions on the mode of taxation they 
use. 


T h e board also specifically 


makes extensive concessions to la- 
bor unions, giving them the right to 
demand arbitration on any objec- 
tions they might have with agree- 
ments between the RTA and pri- 
v a t e transportation companies. 
One legislator declared that the 
RTA bill would require the RTA 
board to submit to arbitration "any 
difference of opinion" between the 
board and its employes. 


As an example of the lack of con- 


cern for the public which is typical 
of the bill, there is no provision for 
any uniform rate structure on pub- 
lic carriers, or for coordination of 
schedules between various forms 
of transportation. 


Touted by its authors as a "com- 


promise," the RTA bill is unaccep- 
table, and deserves to be defeated 


in referendum.

in connection with the prosecution of Eh- 
rlichman in state and federal jurtrfic- 
lions. 


Up to this point, Krogh has avoided 


giving details of those instructions before 
committees of Congress where he pre- 
viously claimed the privilege of the Fifth 
Amendment. 


White House lawyers and associates 


who have viewed Dean as too smooth 
and too ambitious to come across with 
complete sincerity, know Bud Krogh as 
an honest, forthright, decently motivated 
'young man. They know he would never 
initiate questionable activity on his own 
and was the least likely candidate to be 
involved in federal law violations. 


Only belief that a genuine Issue of "na- 


tional security" was involved, impressed 
upon him by President Nixon and Eh- 
rlichman, would be likely to convince 
Krogh that burglary was justified. 


In mid-November, U.S District Judge 


Gerhart Gesell told Krogh that no in- 
struction, even from the highest author- 
ity, "given in the guise of national secur- 
ity can make legal an otherwise false 
statement under oath." 


Since then, Krogh concluded that 


Judge Gesell was right and that White 
House justification for the burglary was 
wrong. 


"I simply feel that what was done in 


the Ellsberg operation was in violation of 
what I perceive to be a fundamental idea 
in the character of this country — the 
paramount importance of the rights of 
the individual," Krogh now says. 


"I don't want to be associated with vio- 


lation any longer by attempting to defend 
it," Krogh told the court in entering his 
plea on Nov. 30 with a pledge to tell "the 
truth." 


That frank story of inside operations 


on domestic affairs issues at the White 
House is likely to be as devastating to 


the Nixon administration image as it will 
be in revealing the details of the Presi- 
dent's conversations on the Ellsberg af- 
fair. 


Krogh, a 1968 graduate of the Univer- 


sity of Washington Law School, admits 
now that he was ill-equipped for the awe- 
some power he was given in the Nixon 
administration. He was 31 years of age', 
with no government experience except 
for a three-year tour as a commu- 
nications officer in the U.S. Navy. 


Krogh now privately admits he did not 


understand the full flurry of excitement 
a White House call can cause in various 
government agencies. He finally under- 
stood this after he became an under- 
secretary of transportation after his 
White House service. 


Krogh was young enough and in- 


experienced enough in the beginning to 
be in awe of President Nixon. He carried 
out his instructions without question. 


As he gained experience, serious ques- 


tions were raised in his mind about the 
manner in which the administration was 
running the government. 


An enthusiastic pep talk from Presi- 


dent Nixon on the importance of obtain- 
ing information for a psychiatric profile 
of Ellsberg set the stage for the burglary 
that Nixon now blasts as a "stupid thing 
to do." 


Krogh, as a government witness, will 


testify that Ehrlichman had 
specific 


knowledge of the illegal surreptitious en- 
try of Dr. Fielding's office. He will back 
it with written instructions and other cor- 
roboration. 


The amount of supportive evidence will 


depend upon whether Krogh can obtain 
access to his private papers that are still 
under lock and key in the White House. 


Krogh will not be able to state from 


personal knowledge that President Nixon 
had guilty knowledge that a burglary 
was to be committed. But he. will be able 
to testify that David Young and Ehrlich- 
man informed him that President Nixon 
had specific knowledge of the Sept 3, 
1971 burglary within a few weeks after 
the Incident. 


This seems to contradict President 


Nixon's press conference statement of 
Aug. 15, 1973, in which he said: "I at no 
time authorized the use of illegal means 
by the special investigation unit (the 
Plumbers), and I was not aware of the 
break-in of Dr. Fielding's office until 
March 17,1973." 


Krogh's access to his personal records 


in the White House could provide depth 
corroboration for his testimony, but 
White House lawyers were cool to 
Krogh's requests even before his decision 
to cooperate with Special Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski's office.

Denmark's socialism hit 


JIarper still needs fieldhouse 


Unless unexpected changes take 


place during the next year, it looks 
as though Harper College is going 
to be without a place to hold physi- 
cal education classes for a long 
time. 


The college lost its fieldhouse in 


a fire last spring. Since then, col- 
lege officials have tried, first 
through the legislature and then 
through the Illinois Board of High- 
er Education, to get funds to re- 
place the building. 
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The attempt appears to have 


failed. First, Gov. Daniel Walker 
vetoed legislation which would 
have provided $1.6 million for a 
new fieldhouse. Then, last week, 
the state board approved a budget 
for buildings for next year which 
does not include any money for the 
Harper fieldhouse. 


It now looks as though it will be 


several years before Harper has 
any hope of getting a new field- 
house. This is unfortunate and, in 
addition, points out the need for the 
state to find a better way to pro- 
vide for replacement buildings — 
which are different than new build- 
ings requested by colleges. 


In t u r n i n g down Harper's 


request for money for the field- 
house this year, state officials said 
physical education facilities for 
community colleges have low pri- 
ority. Projects approved by the 
state included libraries for some 
four-year colleges and classrooms 
for community colleges. Harper 
will receive money for buildings 
for its vocational programs. 


We are sympathetic to the state's 


position. When the state's commu- 
nity colleges need classroom space 
desperately, it seems reasonable 
t h a t classrooms should come 
ahead of fieldhouses in the general 
priorities. 


However, in Harper's case the 


new fieldhouse is needed not to ex- 
pand programs, but to keep pro- 
grams going. The college would, ex- 
cept for last June's fire, have a 
fieldhouse. Now it will not be able 
to continue the programs from 
which the public has benefitted in 
the past. 


What the state needs is some 


way to treat a request from a col- 
lege which halt lost a building dif- 
ferently from'the way it treats a., 
request for a new building. That, 
would give Harper a better chance 
of getting a replacement for the 
burned-out fieldhouse and would 
also provide help 'for colleges'that 
find themselves with this problem' 
in the future. 


Without such a policy, it looks as 


if Harper, and the students who 
would have used the fieldhouse, 
are going to be out in the cold.

Danish voters in huge numbers have 


turned away from the party that gave 
them cradle-to-the-grave social security 
and supported instead an Alice-in-Won- 
derland candidate promising to replace 
the military with a telephone answering 
service declaring in Russian, "I surren- 
der." 


The vote by which Danish voters 


seemed in effect to be rejecting the 
world was not enough to put millionaire 
Mogens Glistrup Into power but it was 
the sharpest protest yet in any of the 
Scandinavian states against the high cost 
of maintaining a welfare state. 


Although Social Democratic govern- 


ments continue in power in Sweden and 
Norway, they do so without the major- 
ities, which continued unbroken from the 
1930s into the 1960s. 


In D e n m a r k , Social Democratic 


Premier Anker Jorgensen will continue 
in a caretaker role after a shattering 
election which reduced the number of So- 
cial Democratic seats in the 179-member 
parliament from 78 to 46. Consultations 
on,forming a new coalition government 
are expected to be lengthy.

To his New York editors Longworth re- 


ported: 


"He's not kidding at all — and Danes 


know he's not kidding. That's what 
makes the Danish elections a little scary 
— and a good story." 


In Norway, Sweden and Denmark the 


Communist Party has gained a new re- 
spectability and in Sweden it is the facto- 
ry which keeps the Social Democratic 
government of Premier Olar Palme in 
power. 


The Swedish parliament is divided 


evenly between Socialists and non-Sodal- 
ists, each side holding 175 seats. The gov- 
ernment has launched a $600 million pro- 
gram of increased family allowances and 
public works and promises tax reforms 
and creation of more jobs in order to 
improve its image before next year's 
elections. 


Swedes are worried about inflation and 


unemployment as well as the world's 
highest tax bite. 


The battle which ended with Norway's 


refusal to enter the European common 
market split Norway almost down the 


middle. High taxes also are an issue in 
Norway but government officials insist 
NATO is not an issue, that Norway is 
firmly committed to the Atlantic Al- 
liance. 


The erosion of Social Democratic pow- 


er in the three Scandinavian countries is 
not new. 


It was left to Danish lawyer Mogens 


Glistrup to dramatize it. (UPI)

NEW YORK - One out of every 500 


American homes uses bottled water — 
double the number 10 years ago. 


Why has a custom generally consid- 


ered European grown so quickly into a 
$125 million business in a country where 
tap water has always been as American 
as apple pie? 


The American Bottled Water Associ- 


ation credits the purity and taste of bot- 
tled water, which comes from natural 
springs and wells or is formulated or dis- 
tilled. There's also the'convenience of 
bottled water in factories, offices and 
schools. The association does not — offi- 
cially — credit the boom to the public's 
fear of pollution. 


"THERE'S BEEN a tendency to ad- 


vertise bottled water by knocking tap' 
water but the ABWA has an advertising 
code of ethics that opposes this sort of 
ad," said John G. Scott, association pres- 
ident. "Most tap water in the United 
States is safe except for temporary peri- 
ods."

Each car is given a non-negotiable 


price — no haggling, no wheeling and 
dealing. Even though used car prices un- 
dercut other dealers — "even other VW 


outlets in the city," says Ek — sellers 
can generally count on getting a higher 
price because of Konkurrensen's big vol- • 
ume and quick turnover. 


So everybody seems to win — including 


the salesmen, who average $15,000 a 
year. The system is so efficient that the 
VW operation gets by with a staff of 10, 
racking up sales of about 3,600 cars, new 
and used, In its first year. 


One unusual advantage, admittedly, is 


that the Royal Auto Club operates its test 
center on a nonprofit basis, hi the inter- 
ests of raising car sale standards.

well, from now on, to locate Torbjorn 
Ek, you call not Konkurrensen, but the 
executive suite of a Swedish banking 
group.

DEVOTEES OF the Mountain Valley 


taste range from President Nixon, who 
took the water with him on his trips to 
Peking and Moscow, to Secretariat and 
Riva Ridge, the thoroughbred racers. 
French bottled waters have long domi- 
nated the European market but the late 
American-born Duchess of Talleyrand 
imported Mountain Valley to France. 


As bottled water becomes big business, 


big business is buying into it. American 
Nestle has purchased Deer Park Spring 
Water Co., in Maryland, the Coco Cola 
Company of Atlanta purchased Belmont 
Springs Water Co., 'near Boston, and 
Foremost-McKesson bought Sparkletts 
Drinking Water Corp., in Southern Cali- 
fornia, an area which accounts for half 
the bottled water sales to {he United 
States. 


Human consumption is the main use of 


bottled water but it also has industrial 
uses. It is mixed with jet aircraft fuel to 
cool engines during takeoff, applied to 


the plating of space rockets as a final 
rinse, used to wash electrical insulators 
while the current remains on, and mixed 
with concrete for a firmer set. 


It is used In distilled liquors, mouth- 


washes, soft drinks, baby formulas, med- 
ical injections and tests and for a wide 
range of dehydrated and powdered foods 
and beverages. Several nursing homes in 
natural spring areas have the water 
piped right into patients' rooms.

Planning a holiday party and looking 


for a fancy appetizer at a not-too-fancy 
price? Then try Mary Jane Scnturia's 
egg ring.

Housewife worth $12,140 a year 


What's needed is an equal salary 


amendment for the homemaker who 
doesn't hold an outside Job. If paid for 
what she produces, she would be in a 
comfortable Income bracket. 


The latest toting-up of the housewife's 


worth puts her annual earnings at $12,140 
ia year, if she drew a paycheck. And the 
figure will be higher in 1974, when com- 
pared with what a family will have to 
pay for services if hired from the out- 
side. 
: A company with major interests in fi- 
nancial services estimates that more 
than 28 million non-salaried wives and 
mothers actually perform some $340 bil- 
lion in services annually. 


There are dozens of job categories in 


which she works for free — as house- 
keeper, decorator, cleaning woman, 
cook, dietitian, nurse, gardener, chauf- 
feur, bookkeeper, shopper, seamstress 
and psychologist to name some. 


SHE DOESN'T have a 40-hour week 


and she can't even get a Social Security 
card. 


The tabulation on wifely worth is made 


by GSI, Inc., a subholdlng company of 
Esmark, Inc. Chicago. 


Just to count what she would make as 


a live-in housekeeper, the company says, 
would add up to $740 a month — $100 
salary, $50 fringe benefits including So- 
cial Security and health and accident in- 
surance, $100 for food, $150 value of room 
and facilities, and $40 window washing. 


Add to this the fact that the employed 


housekeeper gets days off, one and one- 
half or two a week. At her per diem, sala- 
ry, this would add another $272 a month 
to the wife's worth, who has no days off.'. 


The tab already exceeds $1,000 a 


month. And that doesn't Include all the 
other jobs she performs, including that of 
loving wife and mother. 


Maid service, for instance, will aver- 


age $20 or more per day in 1974. The 
maid will also demand that her employer 
pay Social Security, health insurance and 
carfare. 


A governess In z metropolitan area will 


receive over $625 a month in the coming 
year. And she won't have a dish to wash. 
If there is more than one child, the 


monthly stipend goes up. 
•• 


Other chores of the wife include lawn 


and car care. Also home maintenance. 
Often a wife repairs her own leaky fau- 
cets and clogged drains. 


PLUMBERS NOW cost $14 an hour in 


major city areas. But the maid or house- 
keeper will call one in an emergency. 
The wife will not. 


A wife does the laundry and the cloth- 


ing repairs for her family. She also may 
make some of .the clothing. She's the 
cook and clean-up-after servant 


Suppose a family needs only a house- 


keeper who does not "live in." Her price 
in 1974 will be $350 a month and up. 


Hours: 9 to 5. 


The Chicago company estimates that a 


husband averages 1.5 hours a day in 
household chores, worth about $1,300 a 
year. The contribution of children in the 
average family is considered of in- 
sufficient quantity and of such variable 
quality that it does not justify a wage 
value. 


Says the firm, "With all the emphasis 


being placed on high productivity in our 
expanding economy, we should indeed 
consider the millions of women-who are 
achieving, it every day of their lives — 
for free."

It Is essentially a 
low-carbohydrate diet that promb.cs you 
will lose 20 pounds In two weeks. As a 
rule of thumb, any diet plan that promis- 
es you that you will lose more than two 
pounds a week is suspect. On a very re- 
stricted diet, you will have an initial loss 
of'Jive or more pounds of body fluid and 
emptying out the digestive system, but 
that is not fat. 


There are 3,500 calories in a pound of 


fat*. Even quite active people usually do 
not use more than 3,000 calorics a day, 
and most people use far less. That 
means It Is virtually impossible to lose a 
pound a day of Just fat for most people. 
So, if you are losing more than a pound 
bf /at, it means you are losing Important 
body cell* from your muscles, your 
heart, and other vital organs. Just stop 
and think. If your body uses only 2,500 
calorics a day, you would still not lose a 
pound a day even If you ate nothing at 
all.

mo disclaims any identification or re- 
sponsibility for the origin of that particu- 
lar horrible diet plan.

The first pre- 
requisite to looking nice is to have good 
health.

Please explain what is meant by a 


false positive In a blood test. 


The most common use of the term Is in 


reference to the blood test for syphilis. 
Such tests are not 100 per cent accurate. 
There will be a small number of people 
who have never had *yphltis at all who 
will have a positive blood test. After all 
the blood test depends upon certain 
chemicals In the blood which can develop 
from other causes. 


The test Is a very good one since there 


are only a small number of "false posi- 
tives." Sometimes the false positive re- 
action is an Indication that some com- 
pletely unrelated medical problem exists. 


The same principle applies to other

blood tests. You can have a false positive 
reaction for tests used In diagnosing 
arthritis, for example. 


And, how does the doctor know it is a 


false positive? He has to do other tests 
and these with his overall information on 
the problem enables him to determine 
which test Is an accurate Indicator and 
which one is not. There are other tests, 
besides the standard blood test used for 
screening, which he can use to tell if a 
person has hod syphilis. When these 
more complex tests are done and are 
negative, then he has his answer.

URBANA. 111 (UPI)-An electric and 


gas-powcrcd car designed by University 
of Illinois students for a contest three 
years ago Is about to come of ngc. 


It has all the makings of an urban 


dream car — expected gas mileage of up 
to 30 mJIcs per gallon, minimal pollution 
emissions and a speed potential of TO 
miles per hour for short trips on local 
expressways. 


Although It Isn't fully running yet, both 


Iho students working on it and their fac- 
ulty adviser believe It will be ready for 
road tests by Christmas or shortly after. 


"Right now it misfires once In a while 


and they're trying to get the bugs out of 
the system," sold Prof. Roger Burtncss, 
an electrical engineer. "But they're very 
close." 


THE CAR IS one of dozens of projects 


being developed by individuals and cor* 
poratlons across the nation In an effort to 
case national pollution and energy prob- 
lems. 


The U of I car is currently in a Vega 


body, operated through a standard four- 
speed gear shift and powered by a tiny 
Honda 330 engine and an electric battery. 


Burtncss said the combination battery 


and internal combustion engine was de- 
signed to eliminate the pollution emitted 
by regular cars. 


"You need very little horsepower to 


drive a car in a city," ho said. "Most of 
the power goes Into the accelerator and 
Hint's where you get most of your pollu- 
tion — when you tromp down and leave a 
stop sign." 


The Honda engine cuts pollution be- 


cause it maintains a constant speed and 
constant load no matter itow fast the car 
is driven, or how fast the takeoff. 


Speed Is obtained by pushing an accel- 


erator as usual, but Instead of changing 
the engine pace, It activates the battery. 


"When you push down on the battery, 


you get your power to go faster," Bur- 
tncss said. "Then when you let up on this

TUB DESIGN OF the car ensures that 


the battery will be sufficiently charged to 
keep the car running Indefinitely as long 
as the driver Is not going over 45 m.p.h; 
— the average speed. 


At lower speeds,'the battery needs less 


charge, and driver can make the needed 
change through a "charge meter." The 
car can also operate "wide open" at' 
speeds up to 70 miles an hour, but only 
for 15 minutes In a stretch because the 
battery loses power, and forces the car 
back down to 45 m.p.h. while it rech- 
arges. 


"The car is designed as an urban ve- 


hicle," Burtness aid, "where you're go- 
Ing faster than average and slower than 
average with frequent changes in speed. 
If you're going to drive from here to Cal- 
ifornia, the car is not designed for that 
purpose." 


Burtncss said more than 125 students, 


Including six women, several liberal art 
students and his two sons, have worked 
on the project since it started three 
years ago. 


IT BEGAN AS one of 60 entries into an 


urban vehicle competition and was dis- 
played at the Museum of Science and In- 
dustry In Chicago and at the General Mo- 
tors proving grounds near Detroit. 


If the car reaches marketing stage, 


Burtness said, It will probably be 20 to 25 
per cent more expensive than the inter- 
nal combustion engine autos, but it could 
"reasonably" be expected to get 30 miles 
to the gallon. 


"We expect It to be a lot more efficient 


than the internal combustion engine 
car," Burtncss said, "and if the price of 
gasoline keeps going up, it looks better."

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Referendum opponents fear power of yet-unnamed board 
Will RTA create a bureaucratic Frankenstein? 


by STEVE FORSYTH 


Fifty-six pages of legal language will 


be reduced to a single, 17-word sentence 
In the March 19 Regional Transit Author- 
ity referendum for the Chicago metro- 
politan area. 


That sentence, which will determine 


the fate of mass transportation in Chi- 
cago and the five surrounding counties, 
is: "Shall a Regional Transportation Au- 
thority be created for Cook, DuPngc, 
Kane, Lake, McHcnry and Will counties, 
Illinois?" 


Behind that brief statement, which will 


appear on blue referendum ballots, is a 
wealth of disputed paragraphs that some 
say will save the metropolitan area, 
some say will bleed the suburbs to save 
tho city. 


MANY CRITICS of the bill are afraid 


of tho unlimited power It seems to give 
to an as-yct-unknown board of nine ap- 
polnt-d members. The new board would 
have power of eminent domain, a bond- 
Ing power of $500 million, extensive tax- 
Ing powers and control of thousands of 
Jobs. 


Ambiguity In the wording of the RTA 


board's taxing power Is the primary con- 
cern of most opponents of the bill, some 
of whom have now organized to defeat 
tho referendum. 


A news analysis 


The section on taxing states, "All taxes 


authorized by this section may be im- 
posed in addition to any other taxes of 
.whatever kind." 


Specifically, the taxes include up to 5 


per cent of the gross receipts from sale 
of motor fuel in the six-county metropoli- 
tan region, such tax to be passed 'on to 
the consumer. 


Also, "the board may Impose a motor 


vehicle parking tax upon the privilege of 
parking motor vehicles at parking facil- 
ities in the metropolitan region, and may 
provide for reasonable 
classifications 


and exemptions to such tax." 


THE OPPONENTS of the bill fear the 


parking tax will be interpreted too liber- 
ally, and charge that it could include a 
tax on each parking lot In the RTA area. 


The power of eminent domain is de- 


scribed as: VThe Authority may take and 
acquire possession by eminent domain of 
any property or interest in property that 
the Authority is authorized to acquire un- 
der this act. The power ... shall extend 
to all types of interests in property, both . 
real and personal (including without lim- 
itation casements for access purposes to 


and rights of concurrent usage of exist- 
ing or planned public transportation fa- 
cilities), 'whether or not the property is 
public property..." 


The bill allows the RTA board to either 


buy out a transportation agency or con-, 
tract for services with an existing agen- 
cy to provide mass transit for the public. 


There Is extra protection for railroads, 


however, because of a specific point that 
requires the RTA to negotiate with pri- 
vate railroads wanting to sell their oper- 
ations or services. 


ACQUISITION OF other forms of 


transportation, particularly buses, is to 
be at the desire of the RTA board. Tho 
bill allows that "The Authority may, to 
meet its purposes, construct or acquire 
any public transportation facility for use 
by the Authority or for use by any trans- 
portation agency,and may acquire any 
such facilities from any transportation 
agency, including also without limitation 
any reserve funds, employees' pension or 
retirement funds, special funds, fran- 
chises, licenses, patents, permits and pa- 
pers, documents and records of'the agen- 
cy." 


The bill also gives the RTA power to 


designate special lanes for use by public 
transportation vehicles on any roads, 
streets, highways, bridges, tollroads or 
toll bridges, without franchise, charge, 


permit or license within the metropolitan 
area. 


There also is protection built in for the 


railroads that want to continue freight 
operations on the same track used by. 
their commuter trains. The Authority is 
prohibited from operating a public trans- 
portation facility or service "In a man- 
ner which interferes with the ability of a 
railroad to provide efficient freight or in- 
ter-city passenger service." 


• 
THE RAILROAD portion of the RTA 


may be run by a separate organization, 
under the same RTA board, known as 
the Northeast Illinois Regional Commu- 
ter Railroad Corp. 


The right to collective bargaining is 


guaranteed to employes of the RTA by 
special provisions of the bill. 


The makeup of the nine-member board 


is: Four appointed by the mayor of Chi- 
cago, two appointed by the suburban 
members of the Cook County Board (out- 
side Chicago) and two appointed by 
county board chairmen of the five coun- 
ties around Cook. Each board member 
must be a resident of the area he repre- 
sents, but "the ninth member, who will 
serve as chairman, may be selected 
from anywhere in the United States. He 
or she must only be "a person of proven 
skill and experience in public trans- 
portation and management." 


THE WHEELS OF RTA will begin roll- 


ing as soon as the board has been se- 
lected. The first board members wlB be 
appointed on a staggered basis, but all 
subsequent members will be appointed 
for five-year terms. Representation on 
the board will be changed after each fed- 
era! census if the changes in population 
warrant, but not until three years after 
the census. 


Board members will receive $200 per 


day for time spent in service to the RTA, 
up to a maximum of $25,000 a year, plus 
expenses. The chairman's salary will be 
set by the board, and he will be the only 
member prohibited from other employ- 
ment during his term of service. 


Provisions have been made for the 


board to operate under announced "five- 
year programs" that will be explained in 
hearings In each county once a year. The 
programs will describe what the public 
can expect for operations and capital de- 
velopment within the five-year period. 
The first five-year program is to be 
adopted not later than July 1,1976. 


The RTA bill makes aid to the Chicago 


Transit Authority conditional on dona- 
tions by the city and county of $5 million 
a year and continuation of any services 
the city and county provide to the CTA. 
That could include such things as police 
protection and the right to operate on 
city streets. 


'Operation—Yes!' 
seeks to offset 
RTA opposition 


A new suburban Cook County organiza- 


tion has been formed to promote the 
March 10 Regional Transportation Au- 
thority referendum. 


The goal of the new group, "Operation 


— Yes!," Is to offset the effect of a coali- 
tion of 14 suburban legislators who have • 
vowed to fight for defeat of .the roforen— 
dum. Tho group will be nonpartlsan, ac- 
cording to organizer Norman Dachman 
of Nllcs, Democratic candidate for a sub- 
urban Mat on the Cook County Board. 


At a press conference yesterday, 


Thomas Flynn, Democratic candidate for 
ttato representative in the 4th District, 
blasted Incumbent State Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, R-Arllngton Heights, for 
leading opposition to tho RTA referen- 
dum. Flynn said Schlickman is trying to 
mislead and defraud the public, and ac- • 
owed him of inconsistency in not sup- 
porting the RTA concept. 


Flynn said the RTA referendum must 
pass because: 


• It is a vital component of n com- 


prehensive region plan. 


• It will reduce reliance on the au- 


tomobile, thus cutting pollution and al- 
lowing highway funds to be diverted In- 
stead to public projects such as schools 
and hospitals. 


• It will enable tho moss trans- 


portation system of northeast Illinois to 
expand, with a suburban bus grid for 
travel from county to county. This would 
relievo pressure on young families and 
senior citizens who presently need cars 
to survive In the suburbs, Flynn said. 


• It will allow release of federal funds 


that have been frozen because of a lack 
of regional planning, a prime goal of the 
federal government 


FLYNN DENIED allegations by subur- 


ban legislators, Including Schlickman, 
that the RTA will serve only Chicago. He 
sold he supports the makeup of tho nine- 
member board as representative of the 
entire six-county area. He also denied 
that the bill will allow unlimited taxing 
of hospital, shopping center, church and 
other parking lots. 


Bonding power of the RTA has been 


set at $500 million, to which Flynn said 
"so what?" He said all municipalities 
have tho power to sell bonds. 


Flynn also said he does not believe the 


RTA board would run services to a coun- 
ty line and stop, as suburban RTA oppo- 
nents have claimed could happen. He 
say* there will be enough money to sup- 
port tho RTA, and the five-year plans 
mandated In the bill will guarantee ser- 
vice to tho entire region. 


DACIKIAN SAID "Operation - Yes!" 


la counting on support of the other five 
Democratic candidates for Cook County 
Board. There to no financial backing yet, 
but Dachman said ho will likely rely on 
the news media to get his appeal out to 
the public. 


He aald the bill doesn't satisfy him 


completely, but he believes something 
must be done at least to get tho RTA Into 
operation. Dachman said the present bill 
Is basically the same as a bill formulated 
several yean ago by a bipartisan legisla- 
tive study commission on the issue of re- 
gional transportation in tho six-county 
area.

have adopted other tactics for the refer- 
endum. Sen. John Nlmrod, R-Skokie, told 
The Herald he plans to prepare a packet 
summarizing the RTA' referendum back- 
ground. Ho said his goal is to give the 
people as much information as possible, 
and let them make their own decisions. 


ANOTHER SPONSOR, Sen. Bradley 


Glass, R-Northfield, said, "It's better to 
have tho bill than not have an RTA." He 
said most legislators were not com- 
pletely satisfied, with the bill that 
emerged from last-minute. bargaining, 
but that is the nature of a compromise. 


Tho RTA bill was part of a com- 


promise package that Included passage 
of a state lottery • and highway ex- 
penditures downstate and in Cook Coun- 
ty. 


Although many legislators objected to 


the lottery, Glass said they voted for the 
package to get the RTA under way. He 
emphasized that the legislature should be 
able to make changes in the RTA 
through amendments to the bill, if 
changes become necessary. 


As for tho charge that the bill has the 


potential for unlimited taxing of drive- 
ways, garages and private parking lots, 
Gloss said, "I.think that is nitpicking. 
Wo wouldn't tolerate that."

It's just that he un- 
doubtedly has a particular model or style 
In* mind. Unless he has "hinted" in suf- 
ficient detail, you'll probably choose the 
wrong one. 


One violation of the above caution that 


Is permissible would be one of the "brief- 
case" fishing outfits. Zcbco mokes one. 
So doti Johnson. They're called "The 
Executive Travel Pak" or some similar 
name and contain a good rod and reel 
designed to break down and pack into a 
handy travel bag or case that fits in with 
regular luggage or In the car's glove 
compartment.

It MAY become official Monday 
Buffalo Grove has decided on fire 
protection plan—at least, perhaps 


by JOB FRANZ 


The fate of how the village is going to 


provide fire protection to Its residents fi- 
nally has been decided — or has It? 


In an odd sort of way village trustees 


gave (ho Indication that they prefer giv- 
ing tho Job to the Wheeling Township 
Rural Fire Protection District, but that's 
not official. It won't bo official until next 
Monday night and that's only If all the 
trustees show up. 


A polling t>f tho village board Monday 


night showed three trustees In favor of 
forming a new Buffalo Grove fire district 
while two trustees and VIlingo Proa. 
Gary Armstrong indicated they prefer a 
transfer to tho Wheeling district. Trustee 
Randall Rathjen, who supports a switch 
to the Wheeling district, was absent. 


Since Armstrong can vote only in tho 


event of a tie, advocates of the Wheeling 
district technically lost the poll. How- 
over, when the matter comes to an offi- 
cial vote next week, Rathjcn probably 
will be present. 


Ho said yesterday he will probably 


vote for the Wheeling proposal. This 
would establish a 3-3 tie and Armstrong 
would then be called on to break It. Join- 
Ing Armstrong and Rathjcn In supporting 
a switch to the Wheeling district arc 
trustees Edward Osmon and Jerry Dris- 
coll. 


TRUSTEES JAMES Shirley, Clarice 


Rcch and Thomas Mahoney prefer the 


formation of a new district. Mahoney 
said he prefers a new district only if its 
feasible. Both alternatives would elimi- 
nate the present system by which the vil- 
lage receives fire protection from three 
separate fire districts. Village officials 
have said cither move will establish a 
uniform system for the entire village and 
will make It easier to form a municipal 
department at a later date. 


Several months ago on Independent 


consulting firm hired by the village said 
Buffalo Grove should form a municipal 
fire deportment within two years. Al- 
though officials would prefer starting one 
now, they feel the village cannot afford 
it. Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said it will 
bo at least two years until there will be 
enough tax revenue adequate to support 
a municipal department. 


Trustees who opposed the formation of 


a new district said the move would be 
Impractical because there would be prob- 
lems in Its initial financing. A tax lag, 
they said, would keep tho new district 
from getting money for operating ex- 
penses for anywhere from six months to 
one-year. 


ALTHOUGH THERE will be a tax lag 


If tho village goes to the Wheeling dis- 
trict, tho trustees said It would be ab- 
sorbed by the rest of that district. The 
Wheeling officials have offered to subsi- 
dize the added territory until tax money 
begins coming In. 


Shirley, who proposed formation of a 


new district, said he thinks a district 
made up primarily of Buffalo Grove resi- 
dents would better serve the community. 
If the village transfers its remaining 
area to the Wheeling district !t will make 
up about 23 per cent of the district. 


Since Buffalo Grove would make up 


only a small portion of the Wheeling dis- 
trict, it would be possible for the major- 
ity of the district to pass a bond Issue 
even though the village at large might 
oppose-it, according to Shirley. 


Later, when the village wants to form 


a municipal department, this could 
create financial problems because resi- 
dents might still be obligated to pay on a 
referendum even though they would not 
be benefiting any longer, Shirley said. 
Buffalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne Winter 
said it is unlikely such 'a referendum 
would ever be conducted. 


ALTHOUGH WHEELING district offi- 


cials have said they will not attempt to 
block formation of a municipal depart- 
ment when the village deems it neces- 
sary, Shirley said an agreement with 
them would not be binding on future fire 
district trustees. 


It would be possible for different 


trustees In the future to oppose a munici- 
pal department even though the present 
trustees have agreed to go along with the 
village, Shirley said. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa said al- 


though that could.happen, the courts look 


favorably on the formation of municipal 
departments. If the matter went to court, 
Raysa said a ruling probably would be 
made in the village's favor if it could 
prove it could provide as good or better 
service to the area and that it would not 
cause serious financial damage to the 
district. 


IF THE VILLAGE board follows Vil- 


lage Mgr. Daniel Larson's and a special 
committee's recommendations, a refer- 
endum, transferring the entire village in 
the Wheeling district could be voted on 
as soon as March. If the referendum pas- 
ses, the Wheeling district probably would 
be responsible for providing fire and 
paramedic service to the entire village In 
SO to 120 days after the vote. 


Currently, homes north of Old Checker 


Road are served by the Long Grove Fire 
Protection District, while the rest of the 
homes are served by the Buffalo Grove 
Fire Department Inc., which Is employed 
by the Wheeling district. A portion of the 
.village which is undeveloped is in the. 
Vernon Township Rural Fire Protection 
District. 


The Long Grove district has said it will 


not fight formation of a municipal de- 
partment, but will \ resist attempts to 
transfer its area to the Wheeling district'. 
The Vernon district has said it does not 
oppose the transfer "in concept," but 
would like to study the financial impact 
of it before making a commitment. 


Village may try to close Dundee when hazardous

Buffalo Grove will try to close off the 


partially-completed Dundee Road If bad 
weather mokes It a traffic hazard, ac- 
cording to Village Prcs. Gary Arm- 
strong. 


"At the time of a snow or ice storm of 


any consequence, I think If the police 
think It's a safety hazard, they should 
close It," said Armstrong, who Monday 
night called the road a "death trap". 


However, Police Chief Harry Walsh 


yesterday conferred with state officials 
and was told the village has no authority 


to close Dundee Road. If there is a dan- 
ger from road conditions, Walsh said, he 
will ask the state to close it. 


ROY' FONDA, spokesman for the Illi- 


nois Division of Highways said yesterday 
he does not think any municipality can 
close o state highway. ''That road is to- 
tally-within the state's jurisdiction and' 
any traffic control or closure probably 
can only be done by the state," he said. 


"I don't think under any circumstances 


we (State) would ever let the road be- 
come dangerous enough to warrant clos- 


ing anyway," he added. If the conditions 
ever did become that bad, he said, the 
village and state would work together to 
eliminate the hazards. 


When it was pointed out to Armstrong 


at Monday night's village board meeting 
that Dundee is a state highway, the vil- 
lage president said, "I don't give a damn 
whose road It is. If the state wants it 
open, let them come out and force us to 
open It." 


Armstrong yesterday was critical of 


the state and Greco Contractors, the firm 
doing the construction, because two lanes

Longer Christmas vacation?

Local elementary school boards arc planning to decide this 


week whether to extend Christmas vacation two days after 
High School Disk 214 agreed to close its schools Jan. 3 and 4 
to cut bock on fuel this winter. 


Superintendents of Dial 21 and 23 plan to recommend that 


schools be closed In order to save energy. "I'm not sure how 
much energy we'll save, but It seems a good showing that 
we're at least making an attempt at conserving energy," said 
Supt. Kenneth Gill of Dist. 21, which serves Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount Prospect. He 
added that they would use emergency days so they won't 
have to extend classes next spring. 


Supt Ed Grodsky of Prospect Heights School Dist. 23 will 


tonight request that vacation be extended to Jan. 7. 


"It docs create a hardship on'families," Grodsky said of 


tho Dist. 214 decision to lengthen tho holiday vacation. He felt 
many elementary students might take those two days off any- 
way because their brothers and sisters in Dist. 214 schools 
hod two extra days. 


PIOR TO Dist. 214's decision, elementary school officials 


wore awaiting for the high school district's decision on 'closing 
before making any moves themselves. Dist 214 decided Mon- 
day night to lengthen the holiday vacation two days. 


Some officials are hedging the idea of a longer Christmas 


vacation. "The idea will have to come up Thursday (at the 
board meeting) on our agenda," said Richard Schlott, board 
president of Arlington Heights Dist. 25. 


He added that energy Is not a great problem as with other 


schools because the district uses gas, not oil, for heating fuel. 
"We're not in the same bind, but we're not going to be boxed 
by what (Dist.) 214 decides," he said. "It would be up to the 
board." 


Earl Suiter, superintendent of Mount Prospect Dist. 57 said 


they are closely watching the situation in surrounding dis- 
tricts. "I've made no judgements at this point," he said. 


"THERE ARE too many implications to take into' consid- 


eration;" said Walt Bundling, board president of Dist 15, 
which serves Palatine and Rolling Meadows. Bundling said 
the matter will be decided upon at a meeting tonight 


Another Dist. 15 board member J. Leslie Ehringer said that 


the board will base its decision on how much fuel Dist. 15 has 
and doesn't think that Dist. 214's vacation extension will 
affect board members' decision. Ehringer added that he won- 
dered if two days would be a factor at all hi conserving fuel. 


Schools in Dist 26, Mount Prospect has already extended 


Christmas vacation to Jan. 7 and students in Dist. 96, which 
serves Buffalo Grove and Long Grove, will.have until Jan. 9 
because of the opening of a new school. 


have not been installed. "The state se- 
lected a contractor with more work than 
they can handle," he said.

With winter approaching, he said it is 


unlikely workers will get much more 
done by the end of the construction sea- 
son. Cement cannot be poured at times 
of rain, snow or freezing temperatures. 


THE PROJECT consists of widening 


16,000 feet of Dundee Road to four lanes 
between Elmhurst Road and 111. Rte. 53, 
through Wheeling, Arlington Heights and 
Buffalo Grove. "Workmen began paving 
west from Elmhurst Road and have got- 
ten to about 300 feet west of the south 
extension of Buffalo Grove Road. 


The road has been under construction 


since September, 1972. Under the state 
contract, about 100 working days remain 
before Greco will be. penalized.

214 tvrapup 
School building 
use may be cut 


Community organizations using High School Dist 214 


schools for weekend activities may be asked to cut down on 
their use of the buildings to conserve fuel and electricity this 
winter. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Education Monday night asked the 


administration to notify community organizations they may 
be asked to curtail their activities during the winter and to 
pay a higher rental fee for use of the school building. 


The district energy conservation committee had recom- 


mended that all Sunday activities be curtailed with the ex- 
ception of religious services, suggested a reassessment of the 
need for school and community activities scheduled for Satur- 
days, and asked school officials to cut back on the number of 
student field trips. The board did not take Immediate action 
to carry out those recommendations. 


"Our prime concern is education," said board member 


Jack Matthews who said he was afraid the schools will run 
out of fuel oil before the end of the school year. Board mem- 
ber Donald Hoeck said the district should keep the schools 
open to the community as long as possible as a public ser- 
vice. 


The board concurred with a suggestion by board member 


Jack Costcllo that community organizations be informed of a 
possible increase in rental fees to offset rising fuel costs and 
possible closing of some schools on weekends "so they can be 
on notice In cose we have to move quickly." 
Schools close extra days 


Dist. 214 high schools will close Jan. 3 and 4 to conserve 


fuel this winter. The closing will extend Christmas vacation 
for two extra days and classes will resume Monday, Jan. 7. 


The board of education approved the closing Monday at the 


recommendation of the district energy conservation com- 
mittee and after requests from student councils In the dis- 
trict's eight high schools. The two days will be subtracted 
from the five emergency days allowed the district each year 
by the state. 
Grievance hearing set 


The Dist. 214 Board of Education will soon set a date for a 


hearing with Dale Coventry, Elk Grove High School teacher 
who has filed a grievance against the board's policy of giving 
teachers nontcachlng assignments. 


Coventry, who acts as a hallway supervisor for one period 


each day in the school, asked Elk Grove Principal'Robert 
Hoskcll to relieve him of the extra duty. Haskell refused and 
Coventry appealed to Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert who also 
refused to release him from the assignment. The board's de- 
cision, following the hearing, will be final, said Gilbert.

It's politics as usual in Wheeling. 
Tlie next village election is nearly a 


year and a half away, and the town is 
operating under the shadow of a federal 
grand jury investigation. Nonetheless, lo- 
cal politicians have already become pre- 
occupied with maneuvering for position 
in'the 1975 village races. 


The first indication of this open maneu- 


vering came when a group of seven vil- 
lage and park officials announced the 
formation of the Citizens Action Pro- 
gram (CAP). Although the CAP mem- 
bers describe their group as a citizen's 
lobby, it has all the earmarks of a would- 
be political party. • 
' 
• • 


The CAP group,;-associated, with 


Trustee William Beta, has been in the 
planning stages since the last village 
election in April. In the next few months, 
the group is expected to •« become quite 
active in proposing programs to the vll- 
lage board. 


WITH THE ANNOUNCEMENT of the 


new organization, the current split,on the 
village board become even more appar- 
ent. Most crucial votes In the past few 
months have come down to a three-three 
tie. Trustees At Lang and Ron Bruhn 
usually vote with Hedn, while Trustees 
Ed Berger, John Kbeppen and Don Jack- 
son have lined up on the other side. 


Both groups are nervous about the up- 


. coming village election for good reason. 
The- present. administration has been 
tainted with possible corruption as a re- 


sult of the federal grand jury in- 
vestigation into building and zoning 
shakedowns. While the village residents 
await the results of this investigation, the 
village trustees are busy trying to find 
ways to disassociate themselves (rom it. 


Hein's group would like to present it- 


self as a reform movement, offering new 
programs and new approaches to*village 
government. It is likely CAP will try to 
label candidates Berger and Koeppen as 
the administration Incumbents. 


Since Hein is not running in the 1975 


election, it will be easy for him to put 
together a slate of newcomers who can- 
not be connected with the present gov- 
ernment. If successful; Hein could win 
additional/votes on the board and get 
substantial support In his bid (or village 
president in 1977. 


KOEPPEN AND Berger, on the other 


hand, are looking for clean and well- 
known community figures to bolster their 
image. It is not known what course they 
will take since it is possible that neither 
Trustees Bruhn or Lang will seek reelec- 
tion. 


The problem is that all of the board 


members are more concerned with politi- 
cal images and appearances than they 
are with the welfare of the Wheeling 
community. Once again, the trustees are 
looking ahead to the next' election rather 
than dealing with the more immediate 
problems facing'the village. 


Wheeling currently needs leaders who 


are willing to speak out, openly discuss 
and perhaps disagree. Through such dis- 


cussion village residents might regain 
some of the confidence they have lost in 
their government. 


Instead the village is getting a group of 


trustees who ore voting (or those things 
that make them look good. And the inter- 
nal conflict on the board has already 
raised nagging questions of its own. 


Perhaps it is too much to ask that poli- 


ticians rise above their continual need to 
be elected by the voters of their commu- 
nities. It is not too much to ask, however, 
to have them keep their politics as a 
means rather than an end to their office.

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Water system 
plan could hike 
rates by 45%

Des Plaines water rates could go up 45 


per cent due to a proposed major water 
system improvement project and a re- 
cent Chicago water rate increase, ac- 
cording to a city consultant. 


The rate Increase was proposed to a 


city council committee of the whole 
meeting Monday by Edward Benjamin, 
the city's bond consultant. Benjamin had 
studied the city's rate structure taking 
Into consideration the recent 30 per cent 
Increase approved by Chicago and a pro- 
posed $2.1 million improvement program 
for the Des Plaines water works system. 


The city had been expected to increase 


the rates, but the action by Chicago 
prompted the study and Benjamin's pro- 
posal. 


DCS Plaines purchases about 7 million 


gallons of water each day from Chicago. 
The remainder of the city's water is sup- 
plied by local wells. 


BENJAMIN'S proposal, which will bo 


studied by the city council's water and 
sewer committee, calls for the standard 
rate to be Increased from the present 53 
cents per 100 cubic to 76 cents per 100 
cubic feet. The rate hike proposal sug-

Aid. Charles Bolek (2nd) questioned 


the comparative rate increase between 
the different type of users in the city. 
Bolck suggested the percentage increase 
be adjusted so that all increases were 
comparable. 


IF THE RATE hike is approved the 


city can start the improvement program 
which calls for the construction of a four 
million gallon reservoir near Central and 
Mannheim roads in the city. ; 


City Engr. Robert Bowen said the proj- 


ect had hod an Initial price tag ofabout 
$1.8 million when it was first proposed in 
April, 1972 in a report prepared by the 
Carl F. Buettner and Associates. 


The project also calls for the Improve- 


ment and enlargement of about 25,000 
feet of water pipelines. 


When the project was first proposed, 


the city had hoped to obtain a federal 
grant to pay for a portion of the improve- 
ment program, but freeze of the govern- 
ment program made the possibility of 
the grant doubtful.

Mill-River 
link plans 
under study 
/ 
The Des Plaines Plan Commission has 


taken under advisement a series of pro- 
posals that would link Mill and River 
streets. 


The proposed connection was initially 


suggested by the city engineering depart- 
ment in 1971 when plans for a Thacker 
Street-River. Road overpass were being 
developed. However, protests from citi- 
zens in the area scuttled the overpass 
proposal and the connection also was 
shelved. 


Michael Richardson, the city's director 


of planning and zoning, said yesterday 
the plans for the connection were taken 
to the plan commission because, "the 
connection might be needed even if the 
overpass is not constructed." 


THE OVERPASS, as it had been 


planned, would have blocked Mill Street, 
creating the need for the connection to 
River Street. The Cook County Forest 
Preserve blocked construction of the 
overpass, by refusing to allow the struc- 
ture to cross over the forest preserve 
property. 


City officials said hi September there 


would be an effort to renew plans for 
approving the overpass. Mayor Herbert 
Behrel said he has discussed the propos- 
al with County Comr. Floyd Fulle of Des 
Plaines. The county board could overrule 
the forest preserve district decision, The 
Herald learned. 


The city's engineering department sug- 


gested three possible routes for the con- 
nection to the plan commission. Two 
routes run along the east end of both Mill 
and River streets, one going along prop-

Will schools seek tax increase? 


For board members, the answer still is in the stars

The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


School Board, in a committee meeting 
Monday night, again failed to come up 
with a definite resolution supporting a 
proposed I5-cents-per-$100 assessed valu- 
ation tax hike which would have to be 
approved by voters in an April referen- 
dum. 


, The majority of board members are 
apparently In agreement that they want 
to try for a spring referendum. Board 
member Judy Zahca, however, said Mon- 
day that after conferlng with several 
community leaders from her Des Plaines 
area she would not vote for a referen- 
dum. 


Board member. Gerald Smiley is 


apparently undecided. Smiley did say at 
a board meeting over a week ago though, 


that he thought a referendum "might not 
be necessary this year." 


School board •members .who want to go 


for a referendum are disagreeing over 
how the money obtained from a tax in- 
crease should be used: Concerned with 
presenting a \ "saleable referendum the 
public will buy," some board members 
want to tell the public exactly how the 
money'will be used if the referendum is 
successful. 


According'to financial projections pre- 


pared by the District 59 administration, a 
change in the state's formula for figuring 
aid to schools will substantially cut dis- 
trict state aid revenue, forcing some pro- 
gram cuts in three years when'the new 
formula will really take hold. 


The next two years, though, it appears 


that the district will be able to maintain 


present levels of operation without a tax 
increase. 


If an April referendum is successful, 


some board members would like to use 
surplus'funds that would available for 
the next two years, to reduce district 


• borrowing, thereby reducing its 
in- 


debtedness. 


. . Other board members would like to use 


extra .revenue from a referendum to 
start new programs that could be 
stopped in two years when the money 
surplus ends. 


A few others have speculated that per- 


haps a smaller tax hike should be pro-' 
posed and be used to fix school roofs. A 
recent engineering survey, pointed out 
that all schools in the district are in need 
of roof repair — an estimated $350,000 
over the next five years. 


It was expected that the board would 


adopt a formal resolution at its regular 
meeting last Monday night calling for a 
referendum. A tax increase of 15 cents 
per $100 would cost the average taxpayer 
with an assessed valuation of $10,000, 
about $15 a year in additional taxes. 


The board did not finish discussing the

pect Park District to stress the need for 
another pool on questionnaires being dls- 


. tributed by the park district. 


The questionnaires quiz residents on 


present park district facilities and' pro- 
grams and seek suggestions-for future 
development. 


WARD, A FORMER Mount Prospect 


Park" District commissioner, said a 
swimming pool is needed at Friendship 
Park, at Algonquin Road and Janice Av- 
enue, to serve the Des Plaines'residents, 
rather than their using the pool at Lions 
Park, "a car ride away." 


However, Cooper noted that .the park 


district's pool at Kopp Park is just a few 
blocks from Friendship Park, at Demps- 
ter Street and Elmhurst Road. 


And, be said, while the $350,000 to 


$400,000 for construction of a pool could 
be raised in a referendum (which would 
be of the entire park district, not simply 
the area served by the pool), "the day- 
to-day .operating costs would be too 
much." 


Cooper said the three present pools —

tho Kennedy express lanes, I thought as 
I gripped the wheel with all my strength. 
My God, a person could got killed. 


Tho two cars behind me reacted before 


I did. Apparently both drivers knew what 
was happening and slowed down, honk- 
Ing their horns and waving me over to a 
small shoulder. 


Onco I knew I was safe I was okay. 


With great presence of mind I put my 
hood up and surveyed the damage. 


My right front tire was not only flat — 


It was torn to shreds. The logical and 
brave thing to do, I decided, was to 
change It. 


Yes, change a tire, me a woman, right 


there In tho middle of the Kennedy ex- 
press lanes on a cold winter night after a 
high speed blowout. I look that nifty little 
"know your car" course at Ladcndorf 
Oldsmoblle a couple of years ago and I 
changed a tire then. 


I was a picture of liberation as I stood 


before my open hatchback, hauled out 
the big, ugly, dirty tire, took out the 
pieces of tho jack and prepared for tho 
great tiro change. 


MY ONLY PROBLEM was that no one 


taught me how to put the dumb jack to- 
gether. Everything fit except one little 
black piece — and that one was supposed 
to hold up the car. 


So I decided to wait Someone was 


bound to rescue me. There were thou- 


sands of cars speeding past in both direc- 
tions and someone was bound to stop 
when they saw me shivering by the edge 
of the road. 


No one stoned. For two hours I stood 


there by my crippled car and not one 
soul as much as slowed down. • 


I was really trapped. I could see the 


top of a gas station sign about'a block 
away but there was no way I could es? 
cope from the narrow shoulder. After 
about on hour traffic eased up on the 
express lanes but I still had three regu- 
lar lanes to run through before I could 
get to help. 


I RAN BACK AND forth across the ex- • 


press lanes during lulls In traffic to see 
how fast I could run, and then decided I 
would surely be killed If I tried the long- 
distance race against cars. 


After an hour and a half I decided my 


kids would be hysterical at home won- 
dering whore I was and I did the only 
logical thing a mother could do when she 
was stranded on a cold shoulder after a 
hiRh speed blowout — I cried. 


I spent the next half hour crying and 


swoarng at the passing cars and won- 
dering If my adoring staff would give me 
a six-column front page obituary if I 
didn't survive this trauma: 


Finally he come — in a beautiful tow 


truck with a yellow flashing light on the 
top. Ho called my kids to let them know 
I was alt right and, In two minutes, he 
changed my tire. 
** 


BEING AN ACCURATE reporter al- 


ways careful about details, I forgot to 
find out the guy's name. And I'm not 
sure where he was from. But he told me, 
when he refused to take any money for 
rescuing me, that he was paid by the 
state to do it. • 


I survived. My kids laughed when I 


came home and I went straight to bed 
with a splitting headache. 


There's a moral to this story, dear 


readers. You never know when you'll 
have a high speed blowout in the middle 
of the Kennedy express lanes, so go out 
In your garage and put your Jack togeth- 
er.

Tho Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


School Board, In a committee meeting 
Monday night, again failed to come up 
with a definite resolution supporting a 
proposed 15-ccnts-pcr-JlOO assessed valu- 
ation tax hike which would have to be 
approved by voters In an April referen- 
dum. 


The majority of board members are 


apparently in agreement that they want 
to try for a spring referendum. Board 
member Judy Zanca, however, said Mon- 
day that after confcrlng with several 
community leaders from her DCS Plalncs 
nrcn she would not vote for a referen- 
dum.

According to financial projections pre- 


pared by the District 59 administration, a 
change In the state's formula for figuring 
aid to schools will substantially cut dis- 
trict state aid revenue, forcing some pro- 
gram cuts In three years when the new 
formula will really take hold. 


Tho next two years, though, It appears 


that the district will be able to maintain 


present levels of operation without a tax 
increase. 


If an April referendum is successful, 


some board members would like to use 
surplus funds that would available for 
the next two years, to reduce district 
borrowing, thereby reducing its in- 
debtedness.

The chlorinated pool water churned fu- 


riously as some 20 swimmers swam back 
and forth in random order. The sound of 
swimming was only broken periodically 
by the sound of the coach's voice — just 
another day of practice for Elk Grove 
High's swim team. 


Second only to the loneliness of a long 


distance runner, swimming is also one of 
the most demanding sports for a high 
school athlete. Besides swimming 4,000 
to 7,000 yards per day to stay in shape, 
swimmers must practice year round to 
be competitive.

craving visitors when the holiday season arrives. 


Chartered buses from Michigan, Wisconsin, Indiana and 


Iowa con bo seen In the Woodfield parking lot on any given 
weekend between Thanksgiving Day and Christmas. Reasons 
for trekking so far away from homo ranged from cheaper 
prices to shopping In "atmosphere." 


STAN JAFFE. Woodfield manager said about 80 buses ap- 


peared the first weekend in December and about 15 last 
weekend, each carrying an average of 50 persons. 


Jaffco did not know exactly where the shoppers were from, 


but added that most of them probably ventured from areas no 


more than four-hours ride away.

50 companies attend workshop 
Area firms join to conserve energy

Representatives of SO Northwest subur- 


ban industries have agreed to join in a 
cooperative effort to conserve energy. 


The companies, which took part last 


•week In an energy workshop sponsored 
by Motorola Corp.'s communications di- 
vision, formed a committee to plan pow- 
er-saving activities, publish an energy 
newsletter and hold future seminars. 


The committee will be headed by Carl 


Llndholm, a Motorola vice president. 


Several businessmen at the workshop 


outlined steps their firms have taken to 
cut power consumption, Including promo- 


tion of cor polls and programs to en- 
courge energy-saving suggestions from 
their employes. 


Some of the ideas prompted minor de- 


bates. While a number of the business- 
men cited the energy savings from turn- 
Ing off unneedcd lights, others said the 
loss of heat from lighting flxutures would 
force companies to turn up heating sys- 
tems In their buildings. 


IN ADDITION, many of the- business 


representatives 
expressed 
conflicting 


views about the seriousness of the energy 
crisis. United Air Lines believes it will 
be a long-term problem, while Com- 


Dist. 214 wrapup 
School building 
use may be cut 


Community organizations using High School Dist 214 


schools for weekend activities may be asked to cut down on 
their use of the buildings to conserve fuel and electricity this 
winter. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Education Monday night asked the 


administration to notify community organizations they may 
bo asked to curtail their activities during the winter and to 
pay a higher rental fee for use of the school building. 


The district energy conservation .committee had recom- 


mended that all Sunday activities be curtailed with the ex- 
ception of religious services, suggested a reassessment of the 
need for school and community activities scheduled for Satur- 
days, and asked school officials to cut back on the number of 
student field trips. The board did not take immediate action 
to carry out those recommendations. 


"Our prime concern is education," said board member 


Jack Matthews who said he was afraid the schools will run 
out of fuel oil before tho end of the school year. Board mem- 
ber Donald Hocck said the district should keep the schools 
open to the community as long as possible as a public ser- 
vice. 


The board concurred with a suggestion by board member 


Jack Costcllo that community organizations be informed of a 
possible increase In rental fees to offset rising fuel'costs and 
possible closing of some schools on weekends "so they can be 
on notice in case we have to move quickly." 
Schools close extra days 


Dist. 214 high schools will close Jan. 3 and 4 to conserve 


fuel this winter. The closing will extend Christmas vacation 
for two extra days and classes will resume Monday, Jan. 7. 


The board of education approved the closing Monday at the 


recommendation of the district energy conservation com- 
mittee and after requests from student councils in the dis- 
trict's eight high schools. The two days will be subtracted 
from tho five emergency days allowed the district each year 
by the state. 
Grievance hearing set 


The Dist 214 Board of Education will soon set a date for a 


hearing with Dale Coventry, Elk Grove High School teacher 
who has filed a grievance against the board's policy of giving 
teachers nonteaching assignments. 


Coventry, who acts as a hallway supervisor for one period 


each day In the school, asked Elk Grove Principal Robert 
Haskdl to relievo him of the extra duty. Haskell refused and 
Coventry appealed to Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert who also 
refused to release him from the assignment. The board's de- 
cision, following the hearing, will be final, said Gilbert 
. 


In a related matter, the board approved a change In the 


nonteaching assignment policy Monday night at the request of 
the Dist. 214 education association. Teachers and adminis- 
trators will now map out the nonteaching duties required in ' 
each building together and teachers will not necessarily be 
required to have a non-teaching duty.

Among saving steps emphasized by the 


ether industrial spokesmen was car pool- 
ing, with some offering such incentives 
as reserved parking places to employes 
who ride to work together.

I gripped the wheel with all my strength. 
My God, a person could get killed. 


The two cars behind me reacted before 


I did. Apparently both drivers knew what 
was happening and slowed down, honk- 
ing their horns and waving me over to a 
small shoulder. 


Once I knew I was safe I was okay. 


With great presence of mind I put my 
hood up and surveyed the damage. 


My right front tire was not only flat — 


it was torn to shreds. The logical and 
brave thing to. do, I decided, was to 
change it. 


Yes, change a tire, me a woman, right 


there in the middle of the Kennedy ex- 
press lanes on a cold winter night after a 
high speed blowout I took that nifty little 
"know your car" course at Ladendorf 
Oldsraobile a couple of years ago and I 
changed a tire then. 


I was a picture of liberation as I stood 


before my open hatchback, hauled out 
the big, ugly, dirty tire, took out the 
pieces of the jack and prepared for the 
great tire change. 


MY ONLY PROBLEM was that no one 


taught me how to put the dumb jack to- 
gether. Everything fit except one little 
black piece — and that one was supposed 
to hold up the car. 


So I decided to wait. Someone was

sands of cars speeding past in both direc- 
tions and someone was bound to stop 
when they saw me shivering by the edge 
of the road. 


No one sloped. For two hours I stood 


there by my crippled car and not one 
soul as much as slowed down.

top of a gas station sign about a block 
away but there was no way I could es- 
cape from the narrow shoulder. After 
about an hour traffic eased up on the 
express lanes but I still had three regu- 
lar lanes to run through before I could 
get to help. 


I RAN BACK AND forth across the ex- 


press lanes during lulls in traffic to see 
how fast I could run, and then decided I 
would surely be killed if I tried the long- 
distance race against cars. .' • 


After an hour and a half I decided my 


kids would be hysterical at home won- 
dering where I was and I did the only 
logical thing a mother could do when she 
was stranded oh'a cold shoulder after a 
high speed blowout — I cried. 


I spent the next half hour crying and 


swearng at the passing cars and won- 
dering if my adoring staff would give me 
a six-column front page obituary If I 
didn't survive this trauma. 


Finally he came — in a beautiful tow 


truck with a yellow flashing light on the 
top. He called my kids to let them know 
I was all right and, in two minutes, he 
changed my tire. 


BEING AN ACCURATE reporter al- 


ways careful about details, I forgot to 
find out the guy's name. And I'm not 
sure where he was from. But he told me, 
when he refused to take any money for 
rescuing me, that he was paid by the 
state to do it 


I survived. My kids laughed when I 


came home and I went straight to bed 
with a splitting headache. 


There's a moral to this story, dear 


readers. You never know when you'll 
have a high speed blowout in the middle 
of the Kennedy express lanes, so go out 
in your gprage and put your jack togeth- 
er.

Suburbs battle with words, not fists 


Chief Bmteher will face new challenges in Palatine 


by DOUG RAY 


It is going to be a different life for Jerry Bratchcr when he 


takes over the Palatine Police Department Jan. 15. 


Ho comes from Rochcllc, a small town in western Illinois, 


that has a strip of taverns on one street that keeps the police 
department busy on Friday nights. When the canning com-, 
panics hand out pay checks to migrant workers at the end fo 
the week, Bratcher says, saloon row lights up like Dodge City 
after a cow drive. 


"It's a rural community with a great deal of Industry," ho 


said during a Herald interview this week. "A lot of mlgranUi 
work at the canneries and there are wall-to-wall bars — that 
means a lot of activity, during the summer especially." 


Bratcher, 39,' comes to Palatine In the midst of a brawl — 


suburban style — with words and special hearings Instead of 
bottles and fists. Ho replaces former chief Robert Centner, 
who was forced to quit but remains on the force as a lieute- 
nant. And he takes the chair held by acting chief Frank Ortiz, 
also a lieutenant 
» 


Hearings now are In progress to determine the circum- 


stances surrounding Centner's forced resignation. 


BUT BRATCHER Is used to being rushed Into police squab- 


bles. 


"Whenever you come In from the outside there are general- 


ly problems," he said. 


"Them were personnel problems" within the Rochellc de- 


partment. And as a result "there was some turnover in the 
department . . . resignations and firings." In fact, since he 
started at Rochcllc In 1069, the entire department was reorga- 
nized — from department manuals to police operations. 


The mayor of Rochellc, Bill Clpolla,- said yesterday Brat- 


chcr rebuilt the police department there that was faced with 
morale, personnel and operating problems when he took over 
in 1969. 


"If there weren't problems in Palatine, they wouldn't be 


hiring from the outside," Bratcher said, adding he plans to sit 
down with each Palatine policeman to determine the direc- 
tion of the force. 


HE SEES HIS role In Palatine as similar to the one in 


Rochelle. "It's just a larger challenge," he said. "The most 
important thing is to get the department together. The chief 
doesn't make the department, but teamwork and good police- 
men." 


Bratchcr recalls when he first became chief in Rochelle. 


"One of the first questions I asked them in Rochelle was 
about the drug problem. They told me they didn't have any.", 


But, in fact, Bratcher says, they didn't realize there was a 


problem. "There were a lot of arrests... drugs are a never- 
ending problem." 


He accepted the position as Rochelle chief, after having 


worked as a salesman for a Springfield firm and before that 
as a captain on the DcKalb policy force. His new Job in 
Palatine will carry a $21,500 salary, $5,000 more a year than 
Rochelle paid him. 


HE HAS 17 YEARS of police experience and feels his forte 


is In criminal Investigation. "I've worked the street as patrol, 
detective, command officer and five years as chief," be said. 
"I understand the problems of the guy on the street." 


This is the biggest job In his career. The Palatine Police

Elementary schools weigh longer break

High School Dist. 214 schools will close 


Jan. 3 and 4 to cut back on the district's 
fuel this winter. 


The Board of Education agreed on the 


district's fuel this winter. 


The Board of Education agreed on the 


closing at its meeting Monday night 
The closing was proposed by the district 
energy conservation committee and rep- 
resentatives of student councils from the 
district's eight high schools. 


The closing will lengthen Christmas 


vacation by two days since classes were 
scheduled to resume Thursday, Jan. 3. 
The extra vacation days will be classi- 
fied as emergency days and will not be 
made up at the end of the school year. 
The district Is allowed five emergency 
days each year by the state. 


IN A PRESENTATION to the board, 


student council members said the district 
would conserve 1,338 gallons of gasoline 
for buses, 2,000 gallons for automobiles 
used by students and teachers to com- 
mute to school, 1,066 kilowatt hours of 
electricity and would reduce fuel con- 
sumption for heating school buildings by 
29 per cent during the two days. 


In a written proposal, the students 


said, "We believe that the board should 
take this action because It is necessary 
that the school district assume the posi- 
tion of leadership on this issue. As an 
agency of local government, the school 
district should set an example for the 
community." 


Supt Edward Gilbert, in recommend- 


ing the dosing, said elementary schools 


In the Dlst. 214 area are also considering 
closing on Jan. 3 and 4. It would be eas- 
ier for 'families to plan vacations during 
the holidays if both the high schools and 
elementary schools close on the same 
days, ho said. 


Elk Grove Township Elementary Dist. 


59 and River Trails Elementary Dlst. 28 
have announced the closing of school on 
Jan. 3 and 4. 


Although teachers and students will not. 


attend school on these days, Dlst. 214 
employes with 10 and 12-month contracts 
will be on duty, including administrators, 
custodians and. maintenance workers, 
said Gilbert: 


SPECIAL WORKSHOPS In one of the 


school buildings will be planned for ad- 
ministrators during the extended vaca- 
tion period, he said. The board was also 
expected to consider other energy con- 
servation measures last night, including 
curtailing activities on Sunday in the 
schools with the exception of religious 
services, reassessment for the need of 
school activities scheduled for Saturdays, 
and reduction in the number of student 
field trips. 


The board asked Gilbert to consider 


the closing of school during the winter 
months-as an emergency conservation 
measure when he and superintendents of 
the elementary districts plan next year's 
school calendar. 


Bond bids a nice surprise 


The Impact on taxpayers of Palatine's 


recently-approved 
$1.3 million library 


building referendum will be slightly less 
than anticipated because of unexpectedly 
low bids on the bond sale. 


The low bid of 4.96 per cent from 


Northern Trust Co. of Chicago was unan- 
imously accepted by the Palatine Village 
Board on Monday. The board also au- 
thorized the Issuance of the bonds. 


The Interest will cost the village 


$771,256 over the 20-year life of the 
bonds. 


The library bond sale was expected to 


raise the tax rate of residents in Palatine 


an average of 69 cents per $1,000 as- 
sessed valuation. This means a taxpayer 
with a home assessed at $11,515 would 
pay an average of $7.95 more in taxes 
annually over the 20-year life of the 
bonds. The low bid will not cause a sub- 
stantial change in the anticipated tax 
rate increase but will result in some sav- 
ings. Exact figures have not been com- 
puted. 


"It's a very favorable bid," said Ron- 


ald Noreen of Paul D. Speer and Associ- 
ates, Inc., the library board's financial 
consultant.

Village board won't back 
another truck terminal 


The construction of another truck ter- 


minal In Palatine won't have the finan- 
cial backing of the village. 


Palatine Pres. Wendell E. Jones cast 


the deciding vote Monday against the vil- 
lage continuing . negotiations with All- 
American, Inc., a regional trucking firm,

on the issuance of tax-exempt municipal 
industrial revenue bonds to finance the 
proposed truck terminal. 


Voting with Jones were Trustees Clay- 


ton W. Brown, James L. Shaw and Fred 
H. Zajonc. Trustees Richard W. Fonte, 
Robert J. Guss Jr. and Bryan P. Cough- 
lln Jr. favored further exploration of the 
possibility of issuing the municipal indus- 
trial revenue bonds to finance the truck 
terminal. 


Several board members indicated they 


favored the concept of using the .tax-ex- 
empt municipal Industrial revenue bonds 
to attract industry to the village but 
didn't think Palatine needed another 
truck terminal. 


OFFICIALS OF All-American had pro- 


posed the village issue $1.6 million in 
municipal Industrial revenue bonds for 
the construction of a truck terminal with 
truck maintenance and office facilities on 
a 7.1-acre parcel on the corner of Hicks 
Road and Illinois Avenue in the Klefstad 
Industrial Park. The proposal would 
have resulted hi an estimated savings to 
the company of $375,000 because the rev- 
enue bonds could be Issued by the village 
at a lower interest rate. 


In addition to Increasing the assessed 


valuation of the village and providing 
more jobs for residents, the village 
would have received at least half of the 
$375,000 savings All-American would 
have experienced through this type of fi- 
nancing, 


Questions were raised on the legality of 


the village sharing in the company's sav- 
ings, routing of the trucks through the 
village and the effect of default by the 
company on bond payment on the vil- 
lage's credit rating. 


All-American, Inc. could still construct 


the truck terminal in the village with 
conventional financing since the current 
zoning of the property allows this type of 
use. 


been used In preparing voter information 
on the library referendum. The actual in- 
terest rate of 4.96 per cent will result in 
a savings of $83,902 during the 20-year 
period. 


The lower interest rate was the result 


of Palatine's recently-acquired A-l in- 
vestment rating by Moody's Investors 
Service Inc. of New York. This is the 
third highest investment rating available 
and helps to attract more and better 
bids, said Noreen. 


A total of eight bids, ranging from 4.96 


to 5.06 per cent, were received on the 
bids. A difference of only $394 in interest 
to be spread over the 20-year life of the 
bonds separated Northern Trust Co. and 
the second highest bidder, Hibbard, 
O'Connor and Weeks Inc. of Houston, 
Tex. 


IN ADDITION to Texas, bids were re- 


ceived from New York, Missouri and Illi- 
nois. Noreen said it was unusual for a 
bond sale in Cook County to get bids 
from throughout,the country and attrib- 
uted the wide geographic representation 
of bidders to the advertising done on the 
bond sale. 


The $1.3 million bond issue was ap- 


proved by voters last month for the con-. 
struction of a new two-story library' 
building on the southwest corner of' 
Northwest Highway and Benton. Street' 
Construction is expected to begin this 
spring, with completion scheduled for 
1975. The present library is a remodeled 
brick home at 149 N. Brockway St.

Woodfield Shopping Center In Schaumburg is not only a 


shopper's winter wonderland for Chlcagoland, but also for 
part of the Midwest. 


Even though Woodfield is on an out-of-statc or downstatc 


shopper's sightseeing agenda any time of the year, the en- 
closed shopping center secnu to draw more merchandise- 
craving visitors when the holiday season arrives. 


Chartered buses from Michigan, Wisconsin, Indiana and 


Iowa con bo seen in tho Woodfield parking lot on any given 
weekend between Thanksgiving Day and Christmas. Reasons 
for trekking so far away from homo ranged from cheaper 
prices to shopping in "atmosphere." 


STAN JAFFE, Woodfield manager said about 80 buses ap- 


peared the first weekend In December and about 15 last 
weekend, each carrying an average of SO persons. 


Jaffee did not know exactly where the shoppers were from, 


but added that most of them probably ventured from areas no 


more than four-hours ride away. 


"It's a special day for them to see and to shop," he said. 
A spokesman for Indiana Motor Coach reported that sev- 


eral buses during the .last couple weeks had been chartered 
for women's trips to Woodfield from Fort Wayne, Ind., about 
170 miles away. 


A Charter Coach spokesman in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, said 


about 12 buses had already made the 270-mile trip down In- 
terstate 80 to Woodfield. 


SUE THOMPSON of Cedar Rapids bubbled over when she 


recalled her shopping foray into Woodfield along with about 
90 other women. 


"We had a marvelous time," she enthused. "There's so 


much more there than here (Cedar Rapids)." 


Mrs. Thompson said she made a Woodfield trip a year ago 


with a busload of women from her place of employment. This 
year the number doubled, and she theorized the number 
would grow more next year after the other employes beard

the raves about the shopping center. "We already are plan- 
ning for next year's trip." 


"The prices are still cheaper than our's (Cedar Rapids) for 


the same type of merchandise," she said, giving a reason for 
venturing from the land of three-cents-on-the-dollar sales tax 
to the one of 5 cents tax. 


She added that the prices were lower for same types of 


clothing, not brands. More modern styles were also available, 
she said.

Village board wrapup 
Ramada Inn OKd 
over objections 


The proposed Ramada Inn adjacent to Uncle Andy's Cow 


Palace In unincorporated Palatine Township received the en- 
dorsement of the Palatine Village Board Monday despite ob- 
jections from Lake Park Estates property owners. 


Tho board voted unanimously to not object to the plans for 


the Ramada Inn at tho Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals 
hearing on the project this Friday. Instead, the board will 
ask for an extension from 21 days to 60 days to file an object- 
Ion. 


During tho proposed 60 days the board would review a 


planned unit development proposal for the 7ft-acre parcel on 
the northeast corner of Qucntin Road and Northwest High- 
way. Current plans call for the construction of a four-story 
building with 165 rooms, a cocktail lounge, coffee shop, dining 
room, banquet room, kitchen and pool area. 


In exchange for a contract with the village for village wa-( 
tcr, developers have agreed to conform with village building 
codes and annex lo the village when the property becomes 
contiguous. 


A petition signed by.74 of the 76 property'owners of Lake 


Park Estates subdivision objecting to the construction of the 
Ramada Inn was presented to the board. The property own- 
ers added that If the Ramada Inn was built despite their 
objections they hoped proper and adequate protection would 
be given to the adjacent homeowners. 
Jones ivants employe contracts 


Palatine Prcs. Wendell E. Jones has endorsed a proposal to 


give 12-month contracts to all village department heads. 


Jones said he would recommend the village board enter 


Into tho contracts with the department heads at the beginning 
of the 1974-75 fiscal year on May 1. 


The newly appointed Palatine Police Chief Jerry Bratcher 


is the first village employe to receive a contract. Bratcher, 
who will assume his new position on Jan. 15, will receive an 
18-month contract with the village. 


"I feel all employes should have a contract It is essential 


to the ongoing work of the village government to have contin- 
uity," said Jones. 
Purchase of utility delayed 


The proposed $85,000 purchase of L&K Utility Corp., which 


services a small western area of unincorporated Palatine 
Township, has been delayed by the Palatine Village Board. 


The delay resulted when questions were raised by the 


trustees on the village's obligations to provide water and sew- 
er service to Timberlake Estates. This Is a 198-unIt luxury 
condominium and apartment complex under development on 
the south side of Baldwin Road east of Quentln Road in Pala- 
tine Township. 


Acting Village Mgr. James Bennett told the board that Tim- 


berlake Estates could not be •serviced by the two existing 
wells operated by L 4 K Utility Corp. and another well would 
have to be drilled to service the development. 


Trustees indicated they were Interested In controlling devel- 


opment In unincorporated Palatine Township through the pur- 
chase of the utility corporation but did not want the added 
expense of having to provide water and sewer service to 
Timberloko Estates. 


Village Atty. Bradley Glass was directed to research the 


matter to determine If the village would be bound by any 
agreement between L & K Utility Corp. and developers of 
Timberlake Estates for water and sewer service. 


L & K Utility Corp., owned by Ray DIVito, currently oper- 


ates two wells and services 71 homes on Stephen Drive in 
unincorporated Palatine Township. 
Planning consultant retained 


Wilton L. Battles of Rolf C. Campbell & Associates Inc. has 


been retained by the Palatine Village Board as the village's 
planning consultant. 


The contract is for a one-year period at a monthly cost of 


1300. 


Battles is currently preparing the updated village master 


plan and has been retained by the village on an ad hoc basis 
for the last few yean.

Arrests increase 
under Ortiz 


Palatine police have made nearly 40 


per cent more arrests in the village since 
former chief Robert R. Centner was 
forced to resign In late June, compared 
to the number of arrests during the first 
six months of this year. 


Acting Palatine Police Chief Frank Or- 


tiz credits the rise in arrests with a 
"more active" attitude of men in the de- 
partment. 


During Saturday's public hearing be- 


tween former chief Robert R. Centner 
and the village board, Det Ralph Win- 
kelhake testified that arrests had in- 
creased by nearly 40 per cent comparing 
the January-June arrests to the July-Oc- 
tober period. 


Winkelhake told the Fire and Police 


Commission conducting the hearing that 
396 arrests, aside from minor traffic viola 
tlons, had occurred between January and 
June of this year. Between July and the 
end of October, 551 arrests had been 
made, he testified. 


Centner, who had been chief for 11 


years, resigned under pressure June 25. 
Department morale, which was allegedly 
at a low point prior to Centner's ouster, 
is a major issue in the hearing, and men 
on the force are expected to, testify at 
upcoming hearing dates to the reportedly 
improved attitudes of men on the force 
since July. 


The next hearing Is set for 8 a.m. Sat- 


urday in the Palatine Village Hall, 54 S. 
Brockway St., Palatine.

A special restriction that would prohi- 


bit retail sales of any kind on a site 
being sought for an office development In 
Rolling Meadows will be required If the 
development Is approved by the city.

Barnes has declined to name the in- 


stitution. 


Tips on saving energy, money 


Tho 
Rolling Meadows Recycling, 


Ecology and Bcautlflcatlon Committee is 
offering tips to residents on how to save 
materials, energy and money. 


Since the cost of garbage bags pro- 


vided free to residents will be Increasing 
for the city, the committee recommends 
filling the bags more effectively to hold 
the most trash. Newspapers, cans and 
bottles should be contributed to the city's 
monthly drives rather than thrown out 
with trash, officials urge! 


Cereal boxes, gift boxes and milk car- 


tons should be torn apart and flattened 
when thrown away. Sharp objects should', 
bo packed In the center of the bog with- 
other materials around them so as not to 
puncture the bags. 


Residents also should not dispose of 


garbage in a grocery bag within the gar- 


bage bag because this uses up space in 
the bag, the committee says. 


Tho committee also recommends using 


cloth towels and napkins rather than ex- 
clusively the paper varieties In order to 
save paper. 


Full loads of clothes should be washed 


rather than partial loads to conserve wa- 
ter and energy. Ironing should be done at 
one lime. Baking several items in an 
oven at once rather than separately also 
saves on bills since heating appliances 
• use up large amounts of electricity..- 


Aluminum foil and plastic wraps may 


• be washed and used-more than once, 
also. 


The committee also reminds residents 


to check for dripping faucets and water 
leaks to avoid unnecessary loss of water.

Elementary schools to consider it 
Longer Christmas vacation?

Local elementary school boards are planning to decide this 


week whether to extend Christmas vacation two days after 
High School Dist. 214 agreed to close its schools Jan. 3 and 4 
to cut back on fuel this winter. 


Superintendents of Dist. 21 and 23 plan to recommend that 


schools be closed in order to save energy. "I'm not sure how 
much energy we'll save, but it seems a good showing that 
we're at least making an attempt at conserving energy," said 
Supt. Kenneth Gill of Dist. 21, which serves Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount Prospect. He 
added that they would use emergency days so they won't 
have to extend classes next spring. 


Supt. Ed Grodsky of Prospect Heights School'Dist. 23 will 


tonight request that vacation be extended to Jan. 7. 


"It does create a hardship on families," Grodsky said of 


the Dist. 214 decision to lengthen the holiday vacation. He felt 
many elementary students might take those two days off any- 
way because their brothers and sisters in Dist. 214 schools 
had two extra days. 


PIOR TO Dist. 214's decision, elementary school officials 


were awaiting for the high school district's decision on closing 
before making any moves themselves..Dist. 214 decided Mon- 
day night to lengthen the holiday vacation two days. 


Some officials are hedging the Idea of a longer Christmas 


vacation. "The idea will have to come up Thursday (at the 
board meeting) on our agenda," said Richard Schlott, board 
president of Arlington Heights Dist. 25. 


He added that energy Is not a great problem as with other 


schools because the district uses gss, not oil, for heating fuel 
"We're not in the same bind, but we're not going to be boxed 
by what (Dist) 214 decides," he said. "It would be up to the 
board." 


Earl Suiter, superintendent of Mount Prospect Dist. 57 said 


they are closely watching the situation in surrounding dis- 
tricts. "I've made no judgements at this point," he said.

'O'Hare poet9 


plays Santa 
for children

The crowd around the slight, stylishly 


dressed man was small, but the Christ- 
mas spirit he radiated made up for it. 


Buck Warren, Rolling Meadows' na- 


tionally known "O'Hare poet," was play- 
ing Santa Claus. 


He came to the Topps store in Rolling 


Meadows yesterday to distribute to hos- 
pital officials more than $1,000 worth of 
toys for children in five Chicago and sub- 
urban hospital wards. 


The toys were purchased from a por- 


tion of-the royalties from Warren's new 
book of poetry, "The Silence Within." 


"I've performed and talked to children 


all over the country and when I did I 
promised them when I finished my book, 
50 cents from every one would go to help 
crippled children," he said. 


The book, five years in the making, 


•has already sold 5,000 copies since its 
publication in June. For needy children, 
that translates Into $2,500. 


Yesterday about half that amount went 


to purchase dolls, games, wagons, 
trucks, coloring books, blocks and as- 
sorted other toys for children In North- 
west Community Hospital in Arlington 
'Heights, Children's Memorial Hospital, 
St. Teresita's Hospital, both in Chicago, 
Lutheran General Hospital in Park 
Ridge and the Catholic Charities. 


WARREN HAS live in Rolling Mead- 


ows for five years, the same amount of 
time he has been writing poetry. He has 
been nicknamed "the O'Hare poet" since 
his work was first sparked, by writings 
for his co-workers at' O'Hare Airport 
where he still is employed. 


Since then he has appeared on tele- 


vision and radio shows throughout the 
country and has given readings to thou- 
sands of civic groups and schools. War- 
ren said yesterday his aim is still to ap- 
pear before as many young and under- 
privileged persons as he can. 


In addition to yesterday's Christmas 


gifts, Warren said, proceeds from the 
publication provided $1,300 for the Mus- 
kegan Crippled Children's Society in 
Michigan, Warren's native state. 


ALONG WITH THE toys yesterday, a, 


special get well card signed by hundreds 
of persons who have purchased Warren's 
book was also presented to Northwest 
Community Hospital. Warren said he has 
carried the card with him around the 
country as he has promoted his book. 


The signatures were from persons in 


San Fancisco, Denver, Los Angeles and 
Atlanta but Warren said he chose Rolling 
Meadows as the site to distribute the 
toys "because this is my home." 


City's special census set for April 


A special census will be taken in Roll- 


ing Meadows by the federal government 
in April. 


Notification from the United States Bu- 


reau of the Census has confirmed the 
date for the special census which the city 
requested last month. City officials have 
requested the census to account for what 
they think has been a growth of more 
than 6,700 persons since the 1970 census. 


The 1970 federal count listed 19,178 per- 


sons in the city, but if city estimates are 
correct, as many as 25,000 may actually 
be living in Rolling Meadows. 


The figures are vital to the city since 


income tax rebates and motor fuel tax 


funds are returned to the city from the 
state based on population. About $15 per 
person is collected. 


A certified population count of 25,000 


could mean an additional $100,000 yearly 
for the city. The city also could have the 
option to adopt home-rule powers if its 
population reaches 25,000.. •. 


UNDER HOME RULE, city officials 


would have the power to pass laws which 
could differ from state statutes. The city 
now must adopt all laws passed by the 
state, as for example the recent 19-year- 
old beer and wine drinking law. 


The special census is expected to cost 


the city about $8,000. Although the'count 


will be taken in April, final figures from 
the tally are not expected until five to six 
months after the actual count. Additional 
funds therefore will not be available to 
the city until the 1975-76 budget year. 


The census will be taken by trained 


volunteers and will be conducted under 
the supervision of the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus. The additional persons to be counted 
are expected to come from developments 
built in the city since the 1970 census. 


The developments Include parts of the 


Algonquin Park Apartments, the Sugar 
Plum Apartments, the Park Meadow 
condominiums now under construction on 
Kirchoff Road, the Kuntze subdivision 


near Algonquin Road, the Three Foun- 
tains condominiums and Brookwood 
Apartments.

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The Rolling Meadows Fire Department 


has issued a list of Christinas fire pre- 
vention and safety guidelines. The de- 
partment recommends using only Under- 
writers Laboratories tested and approved 
decorations, light strings and artificial 
trees. Only non-combustible decorations 
should be used. 


Tree lighting should be Inspected for 


frayed wires, broken plugs and lamp 
sockets. 


Live evergreen trees should be ade- 


quately watered with water levels 
checked daily. Trees should also be re- 
moved from the home before the needles 
become too dry. 


Trees should not be placed near any 


heating unit, duct, heat outlet or exit 
doors. Lighted ornamental candles 
should not be used. Electrical lights on 
metallic trees also should not be used. 


The department also recommends in- 


spection of children's toys for sharp 
edges, sharp wires or small loose parts. 
Only Underwriters Laboratories tested 
and approved electrically operated toys 
should be purchased.

Dist. 214 ivrapup 
School building 
use may be cut 


Community organizations using High School DlsL 214 


schools for weekend activities may be asked to cut down on 
their use of the buildings to conserve fuel and electricity this 
winter. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Education Monday night asked the 


administration to notify community organizations they may 
bo asked to curtail their activities during the winter and to 
pay a higher rental fee for use of the school building. 


The district energy conservation committee had recom- 


mended that all Sunday activities be curtailed with the ex- 
ception of religious services, suggested a reassessment of the 
need for school and community activities scheduled for Satur- 
days, and asked school officials to cut back on the number of 
student field trips. The board did not take immediate action 
to carry out those recommendations. 


"Our prime concern is education," said board member

Tho open-meeting law permits execu- 


tive sessions, or meetings from which tho 
public Is excluded, for specific discussion 
topics. These Include pending court pro- 
ceedings, collective bargaining with em- 
ployes and land acquisition. 


MAYOR IIAYTER said she considered 


Monday's executive session legally quali- 
fied under the land acquisition clause. "I 
consider it (annexation) land acquisi- 
tion," she said. 


In this cose, the village is not consid-

CD patrols curb village vandalism 


THERE'S NOTHING here. George 
McAfee 
searches for vandalism 


while on a school patrol set up by 


the Hoffman Estates Civil Defense 
Department.

The chilling wind brushes against 


his brown uniform jacket as Bill 
Wermes checks an unmanked Hoff- 
man Estates Police squad car before 
setting out on a long night of patrol 
to curb school vandalism. 


Wermes quickly installs a portable 


flasher unit while Dick Monaghen 
tests the walkie-talkie and car radio 
unit. Monaghen is the director of the 
Hoffman Estates Civil Defense de- 
partment, and Wermes the assistant 
director. 


Two other Civil Defensemen enter 


the squad car and vandalism reports 
and radio signals are discussed. The 
other two men are to patrol one half 
of the 13 Hoffman Estates schools, 
and Wermes and Monaghen the other 
half — with some overlap. 


The men are sacrificing four to 


five hours of an evening at a comfy 
home, much warmer than the foot-' 
, chilly 35 degrees and 14 m.p.h. wind. 


UNLIKE SOME volunteer organ- 


izing, the patrol routine is military- 
like, bordering on professionalism. 


Hoffman Estates Police Chief John 


O'Connell has praised the Civil De- 
fense department for seeing the proj- 
ect through for the past five months 
(it started in July). The chief has 
credited the patrol with curbing 
school vandalism problems and find- 
ing many open doors and windows at 
school facilities. 


Policemen In general suspect do- 


gooders who attempt something close 
to a policeman's job, but Hoffman 
police seem to appreciate the worth 
of the patrol. Rapport between the 
two departments appears very good. 
Wermes claims the policemen have 
discovered the good the patrol has 
accomplished. 


The two cars go in different direc- 


tions, and the rest of the patrol, 
sometimes stretching 45 miles, starts 
in the dark, punctuated only by head- 
lights, street or school lights. 


"It can get lonely if there Is only 


one man," says Monaghen. 


"Two men are really needed — one 


for driving, the other for writing," 
said Wermes, a former detective 
from the Elmhurst police force. 


THEY APPROACH a school but the 


janitor is still inside cleaning. They 
make a quick scan around the prem- 
ises, and Monaghen logs the activity 
on a sheet of paper. They'll be back 
later after the custodian leaves. 


Wermes pulls to the side of the 


road to watch a car that Is driving in 
a suspicious manner. The driver ap- 
proaches the unit and turns out to be 
a concerned citizen who wanted to 
check the civil defensemen out. "If 
I'd known you were cops," he said 
while gazing at their brown jackets 
and fur caps, "I wouldn't have 
stopped you." 


Monaghen recalls an incident when 


they were stopped while on patrol 
without headlights on by a police offi- 
cer. "He had been working on the 
day shift and didn't know about us." 


The walkie-talkie crackles. The 


other unit is trying to reach the 
squad car. They can't communicate 
because one is in a low spot. Monag- 
hen and Wermes become a little con- 
cerned that they .might be needed to 
back up the other unit which might 
be in trouble. But it turns out to be 
just a radio check. 


THE MEN HAVE radio number 


codes for each school site and use 
the police state 10 code in case a 
vandal might have a police band ra- 
dio. 


As they approach a cul-de-sac in 


the road, the headlights are turned 
off — but there is nothing, except a 
couple of broken beer bottles. 


"I got the idea for the patrol when 


I got tired of reading about all the 
vandalism reports in the news- 
papers," Monaghen explains. "I went 
to Chief O'Connell and discussed it, 
anl we worked it out. 


THE CIVIL DEFENSE effort is an 


outgrowth of the parent observer 
program started by Jerry Spatz, a 
School Dist 54 board member who 
recruited parents to keep an eye out 
for vandalism at schools. 


"Another thing, we try to keep 


busy. Volunteer organizations, if they 
don't keep busy, fall by the way- 
side," Monaghen'added. 


Wermes says he ventures away 


from warmth of his home because • 
"it's in my blood (patrol), and it 
gives me a chance to get out of the 
house every once in a while." 


A car zooms through a red light at 


the intersection.of Golf and Higgins 
roads. The two strain to catch the 
license number of the vehicle. 


They pull into the parking lot of 


the Hoffman Estates Park District 
It was recently added to the patrol 
because of a large amount of van- 
dalism caused to the maintenance 
garage about a month ago. Wermes 
checks the doors and windows while 
Monaghen sits in the car listening for 
possible radio calls. Two doors — one 
in the recreation center and the other 
in the administration building — are 
found open, and a freshly-broken 
basement window is also discovered. 


THE REPORT IS radioed into the 


police station, and policemen are dis- 
patched. A park district official is 
contacted to secure the buildings. 


"If we chase them out of bed a 


couple of times, they'll think twice 
about the doors," says Monaghen.

proved for Phase I of the development. 
But he pointed out that more open space 
and green area would result because of 
the decrease in number of buildings. 


Trustees agreed that revised plans rep- 


resented substantial departure 
from 


those In the original planned unit devel- 
opment proposal. On this basis, Dunbar 
is being referred back to the zoning 
board for new hearings. 


The village board however, agreed to 


approve rearrangement of Dunbar's rec- 
reational area. The recreational complex' 
is being moved directly north of its origi- 
nal site on the east side of Plum Grove 
Road. 


Dates for zoning hearings on the 18- 


story buildings will be announced in the 
near future. 


Hoffman Estates officials this week ap- 


proved acceptance and disbursal of dona- 
tions from Kassuba Builders to the vil- 
lage and other governmental units 
serving in the village. Kassuba already 
had given the village $40,000 to construct 
a shallow well, and the money was being 
held in an escrow account until time to 
use it. 


However., Kassuba's development, 


which would have required service from 
the well, has been slower than antici- 


pated, said Village Mgr. George Longme- 
yer. 


At the same time, the village has com- 


pleted other improvements to its water 
system that ensure adequate supplies to 
the Kassuba project, Hermitage Trace, 
he said. 


The village and Kassuba have agreed 


$25,000 of the escrow fund will be do- 
nated to the village, and $8,334 is to be 
given to the Hoffman Estates Fire Pro- 
tection District, $4,166 is to be donated to 


Schaumburg Township School Dist. 54 
and the remaining $2,500 is to go to the 
Hoffman Estates Park District. 


THE BOARD also approved an in- 


vestigation by its judiciary committee of 
the need for a fair housing commission, 
fair housing subcommittee or some other 
avenue to consider current and future 
housing needs and supply. The judiciary 
committee is to report its findings to the 
village board. 


Also approved was an invitation to de- 


partment chairmen and members of ad- 
visory commissions to the village board 
to attend the annual banquet of the 
Northwest Municipal Conference Jan. 16 
at the Lancer Restaurant The commis- 
sion members and chairmen may bring 
their spouses at their own expense. 


The village will send two building in- 


spectors to a conference sponsored by 
the University of Wisconsin at a total 
cost not to exceed $700. The weeklong 
conference will be held in January.

Alport and George E. Lasser, operator

As of January 1, Meeske's food 


market and butcher shop will still be 
In business on its Main Street corner, 
but for the first time in 48 years a 
Mceske will not be behind the count- 
er. 


Mccsko's Super Market, an In- 


stitution in downtown Mount Pros- 
pect for nearly a half century, will 
ring up Its lost sale on Dec. 29 under 
its present family ownership. 


Brothers Fred and Earl are selling 


their business to Robert Burton who 
runs an Independent grocery store in 
Hlnsdalc. Burton Intends to retain 
the name of the well known Mount 
Prospect market and many of the 
store's employes are expected to re- 
main. 


BUT FOR THE Mccskc brothers, 


It's the end of the lino for a family 
business. 


Earl Mecskc, who with his brother, 


Fred, began working In the family- 
run store as children, said yesterday 
their decision to sell the store comes 
with mixed emotions. 


"It's been building up a couple of 


years," he said. "I don't know what 
to say exactly. It's a multitude of 
little things. 


"It's no fun anymore. It used to be 


a great little business, but everything 
has changed." 


Mccskp blamed higher overhead 


costs for hastening the store's closing. 
"Things are too expensive these 
days," he said. "It's too much aggra- 
vation for what you get." 


UNDER THE Meeske family's di- 


rection the store has built up a repu- 
tation as a modern supermarket that 
has retained the friendly and person- 
al service of a neighborhood grocery 
and butcher shop. 


Regular customers are greeted by 


name, and often are waited on by 
one of the owners of the store. Pro- 


duce and meats are the specialities. 


Meeske's began as a general store,, 


called the Busse Food Market. Fred 
Meeske Sr. began working there as a 
$10 a week clerk for William Busse 
Jr., and later became a partner. 


In 1925, Meeske bought out the 


business, and changed the name to 
the Meeske Food Market. At the 
time, the store was up the street 
from its present location, where the 
Gift Box is today. 


FRED MEESKE SR. was the 


butcher, wife Hilda was a clerk, and 
sons Earl and Fred handled "every- 
thing from cleaning up to filling gal- 
lon jugs of vinegar," Earl, now 41, 
recalls. 


A fire in 1950 destroyed the build- 


ing, and it was relocated at its pre- 
sent site. The two sons took over the 
business, and in 1970, Fred Meeske, 
the founder, died. 


Earl and Fred Jr. continued to put 


in 7:30 a.m. to 6 p.m. days five times 
a week, with the third generation — 
their daughters — helping out occa- 
sionally. 


Neither of the Meeske brothers has 


decided what to do after the store is 
sold, but both plan to continue living 
In Mount Prospect, and expect to do 
their shopping In the same store they 
worked all their lives. 


"We'll be in here," vowed Earl. 


"It's just that we'll be on the other 
side of the counter." 


State Rep. explains opposition to RTA 


State Rep. Virginia Macdonald, R. Ar- 


lington Heights, last night outlined her 
opposition to the proposed six-county Re- 
gional Transportation Authority (RTA) 
at a meeting of the Prospect Heights Im- 
provement Assn.

on the CTA, as was done. '.'I don't object 
to helping the CTA If we can restructure 
it, "If we con take out the politics," she 
added. 


Although she is against the current 


RTA proposal, Mrs. Macdonald said, she 
does not oppose the concept of a regional 
transportation authority.

High School Dlst. 214 schools will close 


Jan. 3 and 4 to cut back on the district's 
fuel this winter. 


The Board of Education agreed on the 


district's fuel this winter. 


The Board of Education agreed on the 


closing at its meeting Monday night. 
The closing was proposed by the district 
energy conservation committee and rep- 
resentatives of student councils from the 
district's eight high schools. 


The closing will lengthen Christmas 


vacation by two days since classes were 
scheduled to resume Thursday, Jan.' 3. 
The extra vacation days will be classi- 
fied as emergency days and will not be 
made up at the end of the school' year. 
The district is allowed five emergency 
days each year by the state. 


IN A PRESENTATION to the board, 


student council members said the district 
would conserve 1,336 gallons of gasoline 
for buses, 2,000 gallons for automobiles 
used by students and teachers to com- 
mute to school, 1,066 kilowatt hours of 
electricity and would reduce fuel con- 
sumption for heating school buildings by 
25 per cent during the two days. 


In a written proposal, the students 


said, "We believe that the board should 
take this action because it is necessary 
that the school district assume the posi- 
tion of leadership on this issue. As an 
agency of local government, the school' 
district should set an example for the 
community." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, in recommend- 


ing the closing, said elementary schools 
in the Dlst. 214 area are also considering 
closing on Jan. 3 and 4. It would be eas- 
ier for families to plan vacations during 
the holidays If both the high schools and 
elementary schools close on the same 
days, he said. 


Elk Grove Township Elementary Dist. . 


59 and River Trails Elementary Dist 26 
have announced the closing of school on 
Jan. 3 and 4. 


Although teachers and students will not 


attend school on these days, Dist 214 
employes with 10 and 12-month contracts 
will be on duty, including administrators, 
custodians and maintenance workers, 
said Gilbert.

pect Park District to stress the need for 
another pool on questionnaires being dis- 
tributed by the park district 


The questionnaires quiz residents on 


present park district facilities and pro- 
grams and seek suggestions for future 
development. 


WARD, A FORMER Mount Prospect 


Park District commissioner, said a 
swimming pool is needed at Friendship 
Park, at Algonquin Road and Janice Av- 
enue, to serve the Des Plaines.residents, 
rather than their using the pool at Lions 
Park, "a car ride away." 


However, Cooper noted that the park 


district's pool at Kopp Park is just a few 
blocks from Friendship Park, at Demps- 
ter Street and Elmhurst Road. 


And, he said, while the $350,000 to 


$400,000 for construction of a pool could 
be raised In a referendum (which would 
be of the entire park district, not simply 
the area served by the pool), "the day- 
to-day operating costs would be too 
much." 


Cooper said the three present pools —• 


in Kopp, Lions and Meadows parks — 
cost the park district $120,000 a year to 
operate in maintenance and labor costs. 
Receipts are less than $80,000 he said. 
"There are other things we feel could be 
done for residents than building another 
pool."

A Charter Coach spokesman in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, said 


about 12 buses had already made the 270-mile trip down In- 
terstate 80 to Woodfield. 


SUE THOMPSON of Cedar Rapids bubbled over when she 


recalled her shopping foray into Woodfield along with about 
90 other women. 


"We had a marvelous time," she enthused. "There's so 


much more there than here (Cedar Rapids)." 


Mrs. Thompson said she made a Woodfield trip a year ago 


with a busload of women from her place of employment. This 
year the number doubled, and she theorized the number 
would grow more next year after the other employes heard 


the raves about the shopping center. "We already are plan- 
ning for next year's trip." 


"The prices are still cheaper than our's (Cedar Rapids) for 


the same type of merchandise," she said, giving a reason for 
venturing from the land of thrce-cents-on-the-dollar sales tax 
to the one of 5 cents tax.

Elementary schools weigh longer break

High School Disk 214 schools will close 


Jan. 3 and 4 to cut back on the district's 
fuel this winter. 


The Board of Education agreed on the 


district's fuel this winter. 


The Board of Education agreed on the 


closing at Its meeting Monday night. 
The closing was proposed by the district 
energy conservation committee and rep- 
resentatives of student councils from the 
district's eight high schools. 


Tho closing will lengthen Christmas 


vacation by two days since classes were 
scheduled to resume Thursday, Jan. 3. 
The extra vacation days will be classi- 
fied as emergency days and will not be 
made up at the end of the school year. 
The district is allowed five emergency 
days each year by the state. 


IN A PRESENTATION to the board, 


student council members said the district 
would conserve 1,338 gallons of gasoline 
for buses, 2,000 gallons for automobiles 
used by students and teachers to com- 


mute to school, 1,066 kilowatt hours of 
electricity and would reduce fuel con- 
sumption for heating school buildings by 
25 per cent during the two days. 


In a written proposal, the students 


said, "We believe that the board should 
take this action because it is necessary 
that the school district assume the posi- 
tion of leadership on this issue. As an 
agency of local government, the school 
-district should set an example for the 
community." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, in recommend- 


ing the closing, said elementary schools 
in the Dlst. 214 area are also considering 
closing on Jan. 3 and 4. It would be eas- 
ier for families to plan vacations during 
tho holidays if both the high schools and 
elementary schools close on the same 
days, ho said. 


Elk Grove Township Elementary Dlst. 


59 and River Trails Elementary Dlst. 26 
have announced the closing of school on 
Jan. 3 and 4. 


Although teachers and students will not 


attend school on these days, Dlst. 214 
employes-with 10 and 12-month contracts 
will be on duty, including administrators, 
custodians and maintenance workers, 
said Gilbert. 


SPECIAL WORKSHOPS in one of the 


school buildings will be planned for ad- 
ministrators during the extended vaca- 
tion period, he said. The board was also 
expected to consider other energy con- 
servation measures last night, including 
curtailing activities' on Sunday In the 
schools with the exception of religious 
services, reassessment for the need of 
school activities scheduled for Saturdays, 
and reduction in the number of student 
field trips. 


Tho board asked Gilbert to consider

Woodfield Shopping Center In Schaumburg Is not only a' 


shopper's winter wonderland (or Chlcagoland, but also for 
part of the Midwest. 


Even though Woodfield is on on out-of-stalc or downstate 


shopper's sightseeing agenda any time of the year, the en- 
closed shopping center seems to draw more merchandise- 
craving visitors when the holiday season arrives. 


Chartered buses from Michigan, Wisconsin, Indiana and 


Iowa can bo seen In the Woodfield parking lot on any given 
weekend between Thanksgiving Day and Christmas. Reasons 
for trekking so far away from home ranged from cheaper 
prices to shopping In "atmosphere."

New apartment law faces challenge 


State legislator tells 
RTA opposition reasons 


State Rep. Virginia Macdonald, R. Ar- 


lington Heights, lost night outlined ^cr 
opposition to the proposed six-county Re- 
gional Transportation Authority (RTA) 
at a meeting of the Prospect Heights Im- 
provement Assn. 


Mrs- Macdonald said the RTA bill, 


which must be approved by the voters of 
this area on March 19, is primarily In- 
tended to rescue the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority (CTA) from its debts. 


"As I read this bill, I don't see where 


we (the suburbs) will get the benefit, yet 
we're paying the majority for the RTA," 
she said. 


She said the CTA "has failed," and 


that for the RTA, "we should have start- 
ed from scratch," rather than basing it 
on the CTA, as was done. "I don't object 
to helping the CTA If we can restructure 
it, if we can take out the politics," she 
added. 


Although she is against the current 


RTA proposal, Mrs. Macdonald said, she 
does not oppose the concept of a regional 
transportation authority. 


SHE SAID SHE has "worked hard and 


long for one." She stressed any RTA pro- 
posal adopted should have more "more 
local say." 


Among her objections to the RTA bill, 


which was passed by the state legisla- 
ture, were the following: 


• With RTA employes exempt from 


state pension laws, she said costs "could 
be doubled." 


• The RTA police force, she said, 


could easily become "a patronage sys- 
tem." 


• The RTA's power to designate any 


street for use by public transportation 
supercedes home rule of local govern- 
ment and Is "unprecedented." 


• She'said the RTA board can sell up 


to $500 million in obligation bonds with- 
out bids at private sales. 


• The RTA can condemn any land but 


forest preserve and railroad freight 
areas and make any tests on land with- 
out prior notice to the property owner. 


• Pros and cons on the bill itself will 


not be presented by mall to the voters 
before the March 19 vote, she concluded.

ALTHOUGH COST of the license is 


relatively small, $25 to $75 per building 
depending on their size, Widdicombe 
says the fee "can be significant" for the 
owners of large complexes. 


A bigger issue is the cost of the im- 


provements being imposed to bring the 
buildings into conformance with the new 
code. 


The single biggest expense for most 


owners so far has been fire prevention 
equipment, specifically the installation of 
smoke and heat detectors that automati- 
cally alert the fire department as soon as 
a fire breaks out. 


Heat and smoke detection systems can
